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For cooperating with U. S. attorney 
Valenza won't go to jail; gets probation

The conspiracy sentence of former 


Wheeling Trustee Michael Valenza was 
reduced Monday from nine months in 
prison to three years' probation by U.S. 
District Court Judge Bernard Decker. 


Valenza, who was sentenced by Docker 


May 24 after pleading guilty to con- 
spiring to extort $3,000 worth of furniture 
from Wlckes Inc. in exchange for zoning 
favors, was aided In his request for a 
reduced sentence by government prose- 
cutors. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Howard Stone told 


Decker that Valcnza'a cooperation with 
the U.S. Attorney's Office "has been con- 
siderable. Ho has made every effort 
within his power to benefit the govern- 
ment and benefit the system." 


Stone also said Valenza is still confer- 


ring with the government on other mat- 
ters, but it Is not known whether he will 
testify In other cases. 


ALTHOUGH VALENZA'S nine-month 


prison sentence was vacated, It docs not 
change his status as a convicted felon. 
Valcnza's three-year probation period be- 
gan Monday. 


Valenza was among six former and 


present Wheeling and Cook County offi- 
cials indicted Jan. 31 after a year-long 
federal grand jury probe Into shako- 
downs of Wheeling developers. 


Four of the six have pleaded guilty and 


two are serving prison terms in the fed- 
eral penitentiary In Sandstone, Minn. 


Stone told Decker that Valenza's coop- 


eration helped to convict James Stavros, 
former Wheeling Township Democratic 
commltteemon, and William Biebor, for- 
mer Wheeling building director, of 
charges of extortion and filing false in- 
come tax returns. 


Valenza 'a agreement in April to testify 


against Stavros was the key in the plea 
bargaining which led to Stavros' gitilty 
pleas to three charges of extortion from 
Wheeling developers and filing a false in- 
come tax return, Stone said. 


Valenza also testified in the trial of 


William Hart, another former Wheeling 
trustee, who pleaded guilty In June to 
conspiracy to commit extortion. As Va- 
lenza's attorney, Jason Bellows pointed 
out to Judge Decker Monday, Hart was 
sentenced to only one year of probation. 


DECKER ASKED Stone if Valenza's 


cooperation was necessary to get the 
convictions of the other village officials. 
Stone 'said he thought the government 
could have obtained the convictions with- 
out Valenza's cooperation, but his assis- 
tance has given them many "insights 
into the situation in Wheeling." 


Valenza is the only one of the four 


tried officials to cooperate with the gov- 
ernment, Stone told the judge. Two other 
indicted officials await trial. They are 
Ira Colltz, former Democratic state rep- 
resentative and vice president of the 
42nd Ward Regular Democratic Organi- 
zation, and Nicholas Phillips, zoning land 
planner for Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals and a cousin of Stavros. 


Decker said he accepted Stone's rec- 


ommendation that Valenza's sentence be 
reduced "In view of what has happened" 
since Valenza was sentenced. 


After the hearing Stone approached 


Valenza, shook his hand and said, "See, 
assistance works." 


Bellows said Monday be was "very 


pleased" with Valenza's sentence reduc- 
tion. 


Jackson, Lang favor prison term 
Trustees hit Valenza sentence reduction 


Two Wheeling village trustees said Monday they were dis- 


appointed at the reduction in sentence of former Trustee Mi- 
chael Valenza. 


"I think he should have spent some time in prison," said 


Trustee Donald Jackson. "It's a real tragedy that he will not 
go to prison." 


Trustee Albert Lang agreed, saying, "Evidently the court 


decided that was the proper thing to do, but I still think 
anyone who violates the public trust deserves to be punished 
and not just get a slap on the wrist." 


JACKSON CALLED the suspended sentence a "travesty," 


adding that he thought Valenza's original sentence was too 
lenient. "I don't think any of the people involved in this thing 
received just sentences," Jackson said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, all of the sentences were too light." 


Valenza's nine-month prison sentence was reduced to three 


years' probation Monday by U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard Decker. Valenza had pleaded guilty to conspiring to 
extort $5,000 worth of furniture from Wickes Inc. in exchange 
for zoning favors. 


Other Wheeling officials contacted by The Herald had little 


to say about the suspended sentence. 


Village Pros. Ted Scanlon said he was not aware of the 


decision to suspend Valenza's sentence and would not com- 
ment. "I really don't want to make a comment," he said. 
"Not until I give it some thought." 


TRUSTEE Ronald Bruhn also refused comment, saying, "I 


think plenty has already been said about this in the news- 
papers. The court of law made the decision and that should 
be the end of it." 


Village Mgr. George Passolt and Trustee William Hein also 


refused comment. Trustees Edward Berger and John Keep- 
pen could not be contacted. 


'Equal school 
facilities' sought; 
panel put off 


The High School Dlst. 214 Board of 


Education agreed Monday night to study 
a request for new facilities at the dis- 
trict's eight high schools. 


The move came after a citizens group 


calling for "equalization of district facil- 
ities" asked tho board to establish a spe- 
cial committee to Investigate tho needs 
for additions at tho district's eight 
schools. 


James Stoll of Arlington Heights, co- 


chairman of tho group, presented 750 pe- 
tition signatures in support of the group's 
request. 


The board, refusing to set up the com- 


mittee immediately, Instead authorized 
the school administration to study the pe- 
titions and report to tho board within the 
next four weeks. Stoll said later he was 
disappointed that the board took no ac- 
tion. 


DURING THE MEETING, Supt. Ed- 


ward Gilbert expressed his support for 
(ho formation of the special study com- 
mittee. 


The citizens group started with efforts 


to obtain owimmlng pools for flvo district 
schools that do not have them. 


Stoll (old the board, however, that his 


group is concerned about all facilities, 
such as ftcldhouscs and equal facilities 
for girls' athletics. He expressed the 
hope that tho committee could be formed 
soon and complete its work in time for a 
spring referendum. 


Lorraine Lark, vice president of tho 


Wheeling Park District, told the board 
that the park district is willing to sit 
down with the Dlst. 214 board and dis- 
cuss tho additions of pools. 


MRS. LARK SAID she was concerned 


with possible double taxation of resi- 
dents of the Wheeling Park District. 


The three existing high school pools in- 


cluding one in Wheeling were financed 
jointly by Dlst. 214 and local park dis- 
tricts. The other cooperative pools are 
located at Arlington and Buffalo Grove 
high schools. 


Stoll sold after the meeting he was 


"disappointed at the board's lack of ac- 
tion." 


He added his group has no further 


plans for action and would wait to hear 
the Dlst. 214 administration's recommen- 
dation. 


"Then we'll see what the board comes 


up with and meet again," said Stoll. 


JAMES STOLL OF Arlington Heights presented 750 pe- 
tition signatures Monday night calling for "equalization 
of facilities" in High School Dist. 214. Stoll, co-chair- 


man of a citizens' committee, said his group was disap- 
pointed the board failed to take immediate action on 
forming a special committee to study facilities. 


Buffalo Grove 


man abducted, 


robbed, beaten 


A Buffalo Grove man was hospitalized 


in satisfactory condition Monday night 
after he was abducted in Wheeling and 
robbed and beaten in a nearby forest 
preserve. 


The victim, Michael Peterson, 84 Golf- 


view Ter., was admitted to Holy Family 
Hospital, Des Plaines, after he was found 
about 6:30 p.m. Sunday near Dam No. 1 
in the forest preserve. 


Wheeling police, who are investigating 


the case, said Peterson was found in a 
semi-coherent state with his face blood- 
ied. Peterson, who police said is 35, "had 
a big tire mark up his back from his butt 
to his shoulders," said Lt. Thomas Conte 
of the Wheeling police. 


Conte would not release many details 


of the crime because of apparent incon- 
sistencies in Peterson's accounts of the 
alleged incident. However, details avail- 
able indicate Peterson was allegedly ab- 
ducted by two men from the Foremost 
Liquor Store, 767 W. Dundte Rd., Wheel- 
Ing, at 6:30 p.m. Sunday and was brought 
to th forest preserve where he was beaten 
and robbed of his wallet. 


Conte said the tire mark Indicates Pe- 


terson may have been run over by an 
auto. It is not known what was in the 
wallet, Conte said. 


According to Conte, Peterson has said 


he would be able to identify the two men. 
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The Wheeling Building Dept. has begun 


a crackdown on bushes and shrubs that 
exceed village height limitations and are 
therefore a traffic hazard because they 
obstruct vision. 


Trustee Albert Lang recently called for 


a stricter enforcement of the ordinance, 
which limits the height of hedges and 
shrubbery to three feet in front of a resi- 
dential home and six feet in other places 
on the property. 


Lang said he noticed many hedges 


have become overgrown and make it dif- 
ficult for drivers to see when exiting 
from driveways. 


ROBERT KAMINSKI. acting director 


of bulling, said his building inspectors 
are handing out notices of the violations 
to residents. The notice gives a resident 
seven days to trim the hedges before a 
ticket will be issued. 


Noting that he could technically ticket 


residents with overgrown hedges without 
such notification, Kaminski said, "I'm 
trying to give the people as much of a 
break as I can." He said that since the 


law has not been strictly enforced, most 
residents are unaware that it exists. 


Kaminski said the overgrown shrubs 


become more of a safety hazard as day- 
light hours get shorter and children re- 
turn to school. "Kids are going to school 
about the same time people are going to 
work," he said. "And in the morning It 
stays darker longer." 


MANY RESIDENTS who have re- 


ceived notices of the hedge-height viola- 
tion already have called to complain, Ka- 
minski said. He said they do not like the 
ordinance and often note other hedges in 
the village that also are overgrown. 


The acting director said, however, that 


he is not allowing enforcement vari- 
ations. "My own inspectors had to go out 
and cut their bushes," he said. "I'm us- 
ing them as an example. I wouldn't ask 
anyone to do anything I wouldn't do my- 
self." 


Violation of the hedge ordinance is con- 


sidered a misdemeanor, and residents 
who do not comply are liable to a fine of 
up to $500.

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Stevenson hits Nixon pardon 
as justice ^double standard'

Monday questioned the validity of the 
presidential pardon of Richard M. Nixon, 
granted before he was ever charged with 
a criminal offense. 


While deploring President Ford's par- 


doning of the former president as estab- 
lishing a double standard of justice, Ste- 
venson expressed the hope that granting 
criminal immunity to Nixon will provide 
"a better chance of getting at the truth of 
Watergate." 


In an interview with The Herald, Ste- 


venson, who says he "used to be a law- 
yer," said the pardon would eliminate 
the possibility of Nixon using the protec- 
tion of the 5th Amendment to the Con- 
stitution to avoid testifying at the trials 
of other Watergate defendants. 


THE ILLINOIS senator pointed out 


that constitutional experts, including 
Prof. Philip Kurland of the University of 
Chicago, have questioned whether Ford's 
pardon, In the absence of an indictment 
or formal charge, would be upheld by the 
courts. 


"But I don't know how the question 


would arise in the courts unless (special 
prosecutor Leon) Jaworski continues 
with his prosecution," said Stevenson. 


He said the pardon of Nixon also 


raised questions about the prosecution of 
presidential subordinates In the Water- 
gate case. He said defense lawyers might 
argue that if Nixon cannot receive a fair 
trial, neither can other defendants. 


But granting of pardons to other par- 


ticipants in the Watergate would "just 
compound his (Ford's) abuse of the judi- 
cial system." 


"Where do you stop?" asked Steven- 


son. "You clearly can't raise the ques- 
tion of pardoning all politicians who have 
gone astray." 


WHILE .OPPOSING Ford's action in 


pardoning Nixon, Stevenson supported 
his nomination of Nelson Rockefeller as 
vice president, and said he expects to 
vote to confirm the former New York 
governor. 


"We may have differences on issues," 


said Stevenson of Rockefeller, "but he' 
represents the kind of man we should 
have in government." 


Stevenson said Rockefeller is a man of 


great experience in both domestic and 
foreign affairs and is of "unquestioned 
integrity." 


Law professor 


questions validity 


of Nixon pardon

The speed with which President Ford made "inoperative" 


his pledge to abstain from interference with the Judicial pro- 
cesses affecting Watergate culprits makes it difficult for the 
American public to distinguish between the "open" adminis- 
tration of the new presidency and the conspiratorial nature of 
the preceding one. 


Mr. Ford's action again demonstrates that It will take more 


than a mere change of personnel to effect the needed reforms 
to protect our constitutional liberties. 


I think, moreover, that there is a serious constitutional 


question about the validity of the Sunday pardon. Certainly 
there are grave dangers in the use of a pardon to exonerate a 
government official for crimes while in office, even before he 
is charged with any. Had Nixon done this for the "plumbers" 
or the Watergate burglars, he clearly would have created 
grounds for impeachment. Is the present action less a viola- 
tion of the presidential oath faithfully to execute the laws? 


IT IS CERTAINLY not clear that the power to pardon an 


individual may properly, i.e., constitutionally, be invoked pri- 
or to indictment and conviction. 


The primary function of the pardon power is to relieve an 


individual of disabilities imposed by judicial action. There 
have not been any such disabilities Imposed on Mr. Nixon. 
While there is language In some earlier judicial opinions ex- 
pressing a very broad reading of the pardon power, we are, 
so far as I know, without any Supreme Court opinion that 
holds the pardon power to extend to relief from prosecution 
as well as relief from, criminal sanctions. 


Indeed, Congress has carefully hedged the capacity of the 


executive and the judiciary to immunize wrongdoers from 
prosecution. The President's action violates all congressional 
Immunity standards.

THE ONLY WAY to test the constitutional validity of the 


pardon to Mr. Nixon, however, would be for the special prose- 
cutor to secure an indictment and have that indictment chal- 
lenged on the ground of the pardon. Then the judicial branch 
could properly determine whether the pre-indictment pardon 
conforms with the purposes and functions of the constitutional 
authorization of the pardon power. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Jaworski has set himself against such a 


course and we shall not be able to get the answer to what 
might become a most important constitutional question until 
some wrongdoer of smaller stature somehow would convince 
the President to do for him what the President has now done 
for Mr. Nixon. That, too, is an unlikely event.

order and sailed lo Cuba this weekend is in prison in Cuba, it 
was reported Monday. The Miami News reported Ramon Do- 
nestevcz, who set sail from Marathon Key Sunday In an at- 
tempt to negotiate amnesty for Cuban political prisoners, had 
been Imprisoned upon his arrival at a port near Veradero 
Beach In Matanzas province. Seven other persons with him on 
the unauthorized mission were also detained. 


Reject movement of Turkish refugees 


Cypriot President Glafkos derides yesterday rejected as 


unacceptable Turkey's request to Britain to allow 10,000 Tur- 
kish Cypriot refugees on a British military base In Cyprus to 
bo transferred to Turkey. He said the government "will never 
allow It" derides charged that once the refugees from the 
Eplskopl base were In Turkey, they then would be reshippcd 
to territory under Turkish control on Cyprus. 


Move to ease Mozambique settler rift 


Portugal moved yesterday to put down a rebellion by Por- 


tuguese settlers who had threatened to seize control and de- 
clare Mozambique independent under a white regime. The 
Lisbon government of President Antonio de Spinola, describ- 
ing the situation in Mozambique as "extremely delicate and 
tense," pledged firm action against the self-styled white Mo- 
zambique Popular Movement. 


China warns India against Sikkim move 
China has warned India against moves to absorb the tiny 


Himalayan border state of Sikkim, specialists in Chlneses af- 
fairs sold. The analysts said the threat was implicit in an 
article in the Chinese Communist party newspaper, People's 
Dolly, which said resistance to India in Sikkim will have 
"sympathy and support" of Slkldm's neighbors.

Elaine, fifth of the season, yesterday appeared to be slowing 
Its forward speed and gaining some strength. It was located 
in the Atlantic Ocean about 500 miles east of Capo Canaveral, 
Fla. Meanwhile, hurricane Carmen, whose 155-m.p.h. winds 
killed two persons and destroyed much of Louisiana's sugar 
cane crop, decayed Into a breezy rainstorm over Southeast 
Texas. 


Nursing home fire kills seven 


In St. Joseph, Mo. yesterday, a flash fire in an unlicensed 


nursing home killed six elderly women and an 11-year-old 
boy, prompting officials to study the possibility of law viola- 
tions by the owners. The Shlldknecht Nursing Home was 
burned to the ground in a ball of flames that at times reached 
75 feet in the air.

Protests grow over Nixon's pardon

President Ford's surprise uncon- 


ditional pardon for Richard M. Nixon 
provoked widespread protest Monday 
touching off another resignation, threat- 
ening to shatter Ford's month-long court- 
ship with Congress and bringing the first 
hostile greeting for Ford in public.

Nixon to quit 
California bar 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) - For- 


mer President Richard M. Nixon has de- 
cided to resign from the California State 
Bar Association, his attorney disclosed 
Monday. 


The resignation would terminate the 


bar's investigation into criminal acts by 
Nixon which have led to formal dis- 
ciplinary proceedings and possible dis- 
barment, Bar President Seth M. Hufsted- 
ler said. 


A letter explaining Nixon's planned 


resignation was submitted to Hufstedler 
by Nixon attorney Dean S. Butler. It ex- 
plained that,Nixon will be "engaged in 
matters other than law" and is preparing 
a formal letter of resignation to be sub- 
mitted to the bar promptly. 


President goes 
to Japan Nov. 19 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford will make a three day visit to Ja- 
pan starting Nov. 19, the White House 
announced Monday. Ford, who will be the 
first American President to visit Japan, 
had previously accepted an invitation by 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka and the 
White House had said he planned to 
make the trip sometime late in Novem- 
ber or early December. 


In a brief announcement, the White 


House said Mrs. Ford would accompany 
the President but that "the itinerary and 
other details will be decided in dis- 
cussions between the two governments." 


Lacovara, a Republican and No. 3 
man at the Watergate special prose- 
cutor's office, who said he quit directly 
because of 'Ford's action Sunday to par- 
don Nixon in full for all Watergate 
crimes.

But Jaworski, known to have been 
thinking about seeking a Nixon in- 
dictment, reportedly had no intention of 
contesting the pardon in court by seeking 
an indictment to lay the case against 
Nixon on the record. 


However, the foreman of the Water- 


gate grand jury said some members of 
the panel feel "deep dismay to high out- 
rage" over the pardon and may consider 
making evidence against Nixon public 
anyway. 


The foreman, Vladimir Pregelj, said 


he would "prefer the initiative to come" 
from Jaworski, but might have to take it 
upon himself to call the grand jury into 
session to consider, possible options re- 
garding Nixon. 


Reaction from Congressmen continued 


to pour in, mostly along partisan lines, 
but some of Ford's Republican legisla- 
tive allies joined Democrats in criti- 
cizing the pardon, while some Democrats 
supported Ford. Either way, the unani- 
mity of support was gone. 


The most dramatic news in Congress 


came from some liberal members of the 
House Judiciary Committee — led by 
Rep. Jerome Waldie, D-Calif. — who said 
they wanted to revive their impeachment 
investigation, either by calling Nixon as 
a witness or renewing the subpoenas he 
refused to honor. 


Panel chairman Rep. Peter Rodino 


Jr., D-N.J., while joining most com- 
mittee members in deploring the pardon, 
said he had no Intention of reopening the 
inquiry. Waldie said he "might very 
well" take his proposal to the full House 
if Rodino continued to oppose it. 


Warning that the "ultimate cover-up" 


of Watergate might be taking place, Sen. 
Walter Mondale, D-Minn., said a Senate 
committee should subpoena all of Nix- 
on's tapes and documents that might be 
related to the scandal. 


Public reaction was running badly for 


Ford, with telepnone callers to the White 
House opposing the decision by a 3-to-l 
margin. The White House was being 
flooded with telegrams, many carrying 
the one word, "outrageous." They were 
running 5-to-l against the pardon, and 
the volume was expected to reach 40,000 
to 50,000 messages by day's end.

'Realistic restraints' on

sponsibility." 


Barely more than two hours after his 


arrival in Pittsburgh, the President 
headed back to Washington for a meeting 
with U. N. Secretary General Kurt Wald- 
helm. 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 


John Seal!, U. S. ambassador to the 
United Nations sat in on the midaft- 
ernoon meeting. Ford will address the U. 
N. General Assembly Sept. 18 in New 
York.

Amtrak offers plan for upgrading 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Amtrak un- 


veiled a new five-year financial plan Mon- 
day Including a $1 billion program to up- 
grade railroad tracks and boost average 
passenger train speeds to 90 or 110 miles 
per hour between many large cities. 


The plan also includes the purchase of 


235 double-deck and 200 single-level pas- 
senger cars — the first new long-distance 
cars for Amtrak since the corporation 
was formed in May, 1971, to run most of 
the country's passenger trains. 


The improved track would allow aver- 


age speeds between Washington and Bos- 
ton, for example, to Increase from 65 
m.p.h. to 110 m.p.h. The biggest change 
would be on the Chicago-Cincinnati run, 
where trains could average 90 m.p.h. in- 
stead of the present 30 m.p.h. 


Congress would have to approve ex- 


penditures on these projects year by 
year. 


In addition to the passenger cars, the 


five-year plan also would provide for the 
purchase of 25 new electric locomotives. 
Ford puts off 
amnesty plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford will not announce his amnesty plan 
for war resisters as scheduled Tuesday 
because he has been too preoccupied 
with the Nixon pardon to decide on am- 
nesty options, a White House spokesman 
announced Monday. 


But deputy press secretary Jack Hush- 


en said that whatever Ford decides and 
whenever announces it, the Vietnam 
draft evaders and deserters will not get 
the unconditional pardon that former 
president Richard M. Nixon got. 


Asked whether Ford considered the 


Nixon pardon "more urgent" than the 
question of amnesty which covers some 
50,000 Individuals, Hushen said, "That 
seems a conclusion you can draw." 


Hushen announced Ford's decision to 


postpone the amnesty announcement in- 
definitely as he returned to Washington 
aboard Air Force I from Pittsburgh, 
where Ford was booed and heckled by a 
street crowd protesting the Nixon par- 
don.

Unincorporated census figures jump 


The population of the unincorporated 


section of Cook County Is 148,683, results 
of a recently completed special census 
reveal. 


The figure Is considerably higher than 


the 45,097 that state officials had been 
using In distributing state Income-tax re- 
bates to the county, but it is down from 
the 1970 census population of 166,120, said 
William J. King Jr., assistant director of 
the county's department of planning and 
development 


In announcing the census figure, King 


said a breakdown by township and statis- 
tics pertinent to age and sex collected in 
the census will be available in a few 
weeks. 


The special census was ordered by the 


county board to provide a census figure 
for the state to use in distributing the 
state income tax rebates. 


Because the law requires the state to 


subtract any Increase revealed by a spe- 
cial census in a municipality from the 
county total, the county had been losing 
Income-tax revenue because the rebates 
are based on population. 


The new population figure already has

begun to be used by the state for recent 
rebate distributions. 


But King said that as other municipal- 


ities schedule special censuses the coun- 
ty figure again will begin to dwindle. 


King said the population in unincorpo- 


rated Cook County has declined primar- 
ily because of annexations of various 
unincorporated areas by existing cities 
and villages. He said the size of the unin- 
corporated area has dropped from 285 
square miles in 1970 to 231 square miles 
in the recent census.

What you should know about Rh 


I am a 24-year-old woman. I would like 


to know about the Rh negative factor. I 
have one child, he was a 7-month preg- 
nancy, but I didn't have any trouble in 
hli delivery. I have Rh negative blood, 
and I would like to have another child. 
Different people have told me it Is dan- 
gerous for a second child since I have 
the Rh factor. My husband has type B. I 
also have a heart condition, but my heart 
specialist said I could have more chil- 
dren. Could you tell me the facts of Rh 
blood? I do not want to take any chances 
if it Is dangerous. 


This is a problem that shouldn't exist 


today. It is preventable. Did you know 
that 12 per cent of the couples in Ameri- 
can marriages are between an Rh nega- 
tive woman and an Rh positive man? 


The Rh factor is a substance that most 


people have In their blood. Such a person 
Is Rh positive. If you don't have the Rh 
factor and it gets into your body, for ex- 
ample from a transfusion of Rh positive 
blood, you develop an immunity to Rh 
factor. It is literally a foreign body, and 
the body takes measures to reject it. 


When the prospective mother is Rh 


negative without the factor and her de- 
veloping baby is Rh positive (which 
means the, father had to be Rh positive) 
some of the Rh positive cells formed by 
the baby will leak across the placenta 
into the mother's circulation. These sen- 
sitize her to Rh positive cells. She be- 
comes allergic, so to speak, to Rh factor. 
If the baby is also Rh negative (about 
two out of five in such a union will be) 
then there is no problem. 


BUT WHEN THE baby Is Rh positive 


the antibodies developed against the Rh 
factor by the mother get into its circula- 
tion. Here they start an allerglc-llke re- 
action that destroys the baby's Rh posi- 
tive red blood cells. If the process is sev- 
ere it will result in a still birth. Less 


severe instances may cause jaundice and 
other damage to the baby. 


It doesn't matter that your husband Is 


type B. What counts is whether be is Rh 
positive. It is important whether your 
first baby Is Rh negative or positive. If 
he is negative you may not yet have anti- 
bodies against the Rh factor. If you get 
pregnant and the next baby is Rh nega- 
tive there will be no reaction. It takes a 
sensltzed Rh negative mother with an Rh 
positive baby to create the problem. 


NOW, sensitization can be prevented 


by giving the mother an injection of pro- 
tective immunoglobin within 72 hours of 
. (delivery of an Rh positive baby. This will 
protect the mother and baby for the next 
pregnancy. 


Here Is the catch, though. You'must 


also have this done after an abortion or 
miscarriage, whether it was for medical 
reasons, social reasons, or spontaneous. 


If the pregnancy is two months along 


and is an Rh positive fetus it will sensi- 
tize the mother. If there is any question 
about the age of the fetus the shot should 
be given to the mother. The protective 
vaccine carries no significant risk. 


You have left some unanswered ques- 


tions — your husband's Rh factor (posi- 
tive or negative), your baby's Rh factor, 
and whether you have had other preg- 
nancies. These must be answered before 
anyone can advise you properly.

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Des Plaines 'garbage man'pleads guilty 


by STEVE BROWN 


Wayne Clcghorn was fined $80 Monday 


after pleading guilty to creating a public 
nuisance, but he gave little explanation 
as to how 10 tons of garbage accumu- 
lated in his townhotuc at 259-J Dover 
Dr., DCS Plalnes. 


During a 10-mlnuto hearing before As- 


sociate Circuit Court Judge Jerome T. 
Burke, Clcghorn, 38, would soy only that 
a personal problem was the reason be- 
hind the accumulation of trash In his 
home. 


Police discovered the situation Aug. 22 


and pressed the charge against Clcghorn. 
City public works employes worked for 
several days to clean up the trash. 


CLEGIIORN COULD have been fined 


up to $500 on the charges, according to 
Atty. Herbert Dubrow, who prosecuted 


the case for the city. 


Cleghorn's attorney, William Joost of 


Park Ridge, said the incident was a per- 
sonal tragedy for Cleghorn. 


Clcghorn would not state how long the 


trash had been accumulating, saying 
only it had been piling up "for some 
time." 


He said he had made several efforts to 


clean It up. 


Cleghorn said the personal problem 


which caused the situation was related in 
his wife who left him about six weeks 
ago. He told the court that his wife kept 
several dogs in the townhouse. 


MRS. CLEGIIORN was not charged In 


the incident and did not appear in court. 
She had been living in an apartment in 
Mount Prospect, but has apparently left 
the area. 


Cleghorn said he did not know where 


his wife is living. 


After the hearing, Cleghorn paid his 


fine and rushed from the courtroom. He 
refused to answer reporters' questions. 


Asked if there was some explanation 


for the situation, Cleghorn would state 
only, "There Is no explanation; there has 
been enough damage done." 


After the hearing, Judge Burke said he 


would have liked to learn more about the 
situation, but the court procedure did not 
allow for additional questioning. 


Joost also said Cleghorn did not give 


him any additional information on the 
matter. 


"I think the court record includes most 


of the information known about the 
case," Joost said. 


Although the criminal proceedings re- 


garding Cleghorn are finished, he still 
will face bills for the cleanup of the 
townhouse. 


ROBERT LUBIN. of the Lubln Man- 


agement Corp., which owns the Dover 
Drive townhouses, said he intends to 
seek full legal remedies to have Cleghorn 
pay for the damages. 


City officials sent Lubin a bill for 


$2,500 to pay the men and equipment 
used to remove the trash from the apart- 
ment. Lubin said his expenses will be 
considerable for renovation of the apart- 
ment. 


Lubin said Monday that he will have to 


pull up all the floors in the townhouse 
and replace all appliances in addition to 
regular clean-up work. 


"We will turn over to our attorney all 


of the bills and take whatever legal ap- 
proach necessary to recover the costs," 
Lubln explained. 


HE ADDED that he is working to clear 


up problems caused by the Cleghorns 
with other adjacent units. Several per- 
sons who lived near the Cleghorn home 
said their residences were infested with 
roaches. 


City officials said they plan to monitor 


the cleanup operation to make sure there 
is no foot dragging on the part of the 
management company. 


"If there continues to be a problem in 


that area, we may be forced to take ad- 
ditional action against the manage- 
ment," Jean Branding, city health de- 
partment director, said last week.

Unnecessary bids suggest slam 


There is one principle of expert bidding 


that all bridge players should learn. That 
principle Is that an unnecessary bid on 
the way to game always suggests a 
slam. 


Thus South's four-club bid suggests 


slam possibilities. It risks nothing since 
it does not go past four spades. North's 
four diamonds says, "If you are Inter- 
ested, so am I." 


South's four-heart bid shows further in- 


terest while still keeping below four 
spades. At this point If North sign* off at 
four spades, South will pass. 


Maybe North should sign off. Most 


players would, but our North Is optimis- 
tic. He sees very good trumps and a sin- 
gleton club and decide* to risk something 
by a five-club Wd. 


This makes it easy for South to bid the 


slam. His partner has clearly shown the 
diamond ace and second-round club con- 
trol. He has also Jumped in spades and 
gone past game. He must have good 
triumps. The slam should be a cinch. 
South bids it and is right.

Nixon clemency is wrong solution 


President Gerald Ford's decision 


to grant former President Richard 
Nixon premature clemency is a 
slap In the fncc of the American 
system of "equal justice under 
law." 


Sunday's startling announcement 


demands a further public ex- 
planation from Ford, for his ratio- 
nale that it is a "merciful" deci- 
sion ignores how the system of or- 
derly justice should work in tills 
nation. 


Granted, no thoughtful American 


wants to see any person — whether 
that person is Richard Nixon, John 
Dean or a car thief — sutfcr unduly 
under the weight of the law. But 
"mercy" is a quality which must 
be extended with caution and delib- 
eration — and it must not be ex- 
tended prematurely, as Ford did 
on Sunday. 


Under our system of justice, the 


Watergate-related scandals which 
took place under Nixon's regime 


resulted in a lengthy process in 
which many, many top officials 
were convicted of crimes of in- 
volvement. The process still goes 
on today, for several top Nixon of- 
ficials await trial later this month 
for their role in the cover-up. 


Clemency might be appropriate 


in extreme cases. But even for the 
men, such as John Mitchell, who 
have suffered personally during 
the legal process, there must be no 
blanket clemency, for these men 


/ resign. You're the new president. Pardon me I 


are guilty of — or, as in Mitchell's 
case, about to be tried for — 
crimes against the people of this 
nation. 


Yet the man who served as their 


President — the man who may 
have been as deeply involved in 
crimes as any of them were — has 
not only been assured of uncon- 
ditional freedom from federal pros- 
ecution, he has been assured of it 
b e f o r e the government could 
charge him with a single crime. 


Ford's action is inequitable, for 


it creates two standards of justice; 
one for former presidents, and an- 
other for everyone else. It would be 
a far, far better course of action 
for Special Prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski to start the normal legal 
process in the Nixon case, even if 
that process resulted in the in- 
dictment and trial of Richard Nix- 
on. 


Ford defended his decision on the 


grounds that Nixon cannot obtain a 
fair trial in this country. But that 
can't be determined until Nixon is 
indicted and officials attempt to se- 
lect a jury. If a jury then could not 
be empaneled, it might be time to 
consider clemency. 


In short, our system of justice 


can only be effective if it is fair to 
all men. At the very least we de- 
serve a fuller explanation by Presi- 
dent Ford of his action, which ap- 
pears to place one man — Richard 
Nixon — above "equal justice un- 
der law."

Conger to hang the Lincoln portrait by 
George Healy back in its long-time place 
of honor over the mantel in the State 
Dining Room soon after they moved into 
the Executive Mansion. 


Former President and Mrs. Nixon had 


taken the Lincoln portrait down and re-

placed it with a landscape entitled "Pali- 
sades on the Hudson" by Croppsey.

Hail, Arizona! 


Exploring Spanish missions of the state's southern reaches 
recalls beauty and heritage of the land three centuries ago 


Someone sold, "You can't go back!" 


But In Arizona, it Is an exciting experi- 
ence. 


A visit to the old Spanish missions that 


were established in southern Arizona 
more than 250 years ago Is a fascinating 
and thought-provoking adventure. 
* 


Most of the missions and visltas were 


built on the Santa Cruz and San Pedro 
water courses in southern Arizona. 


Once trails and primitive roads con- 


nected the missions. Today these same 
trails are overlaid with concrete and 
macadam highways that lead the'trav- 
eler to modern communities and road- 
side Inns. 


THE BEAUTY of the land that at- 


tracted the early Spanish explorers re- 
mains intact. There are the rising Canelo 
Hills, the thickets of oak, the towering 
mountains and the broad sweep of the 


valleys, all of them inviting exploration 
and study. 


Two of the missions are still there: San 


Xavier del Bac, just below Tucson and 
San Jose Tumacacori, a score of miles 
above Nogales. 


Once you have visited a mission, you 


can imagine Father Euseblo Kino riding 
alongside. Trailing his mount would be 
pack animals loaded with seed grain for 
the rancherias. Perhaps there would be a 
small herd of cows, sheep and goats. 
Flanking the animals would be some 
Pima Indians and riding drag to see that 
everything, came along would be the 
faithful soldier Manje. 


This famous Jesuit priest arrived at 


the southern edge of Arizona in 1687. 
During the next 23 years, he busied him- 
self building 25 missions and visiles. Be- 
tween projects, he baptized Pima, Pa- 
pago, Sabaipuris, Cocopah, Yuma and 


Marlcopa Indians. In his spare time, he 
discovered an overland route to Califor- 
nia and organized an effective defense 
against the Apaches. He also brought 
grains and livestock to the Indians and 
taught them the best use of these items. 


HIS MISSIONS in southern Arizona in- 


cluded San Cayetano de Tumacacori, lat- 
er called San Jose; San Gabriel de Guev- 
avi, the famous "lost" mission, and in 
1700 he leveled the cornerstone of San 
Xavier del Bac. 
. His guiding hand was stilled in 1711, 
but as the saying goes in the Old West, 
"You can cut his sign In a lot of places." 


With Father Kino gone, the Apaches 


stepped up their raids and the Spaniards 
exploited the Pimas. Finally the peace- 
loving Indians had had enough. They re- 
volted in 1750. 


By 1800 the Spanish Empire in the New 


World had been emasculated by pressure 


from England and France. Mexico re- 
volted and became a republic in 1824. 


THE NORTHERN provinces, Including 


many of Father Kino's missions and vis- 
Has, were sold to the United States in the 
Gadsden Purchase to 1854. 


Today you can visit San Xavier del 


Bac and recall that it took 100 years to 
build the "White Dove of the Desert." 
Visit the mission on a Sunday and you 
will see the Indians coming to worship as 
they have for almost three centuries. It 
is quite an emotional experience. 


Then drive south to Tumacacori, which 


has been designated a national monu- 
ment and take your time going through 
these old ruins. When you come away 
from visiting the missions in southern 
Arizona, "and running the back trail of 
Father Kino," you will realize you have 
gone back in time to when Arizona was 
young. '

Michoacan a haven 
Discovering the 
crafts of Mexico 


It Is not always necessary to go to 


Mexico Cily. Puebla or Acapulco for fine 
Mexican handicrafts. Some of Mexico's 
leading craftsmen live In tho lessor 
known cities and towns of tho State of 
Michoacan, which Is west of Mexico City. 


This is no accident Four hundred 


years ago, tho tint Spanish bishop of 
Michoacan, Vaico do Qulroga, planned it 
that way. 


When Don Vasco, as he Is still called,

DON VASCO encouraged the growth of 


these industries and introduced new 
ones. Ho taught tho people of Parncho to 
make guitars and had smiths from Spain 
show the residents of Santa Clara how to 
work with copper. Even today, in this 
world of change, his teachings are still 
followed. 


nichcst of all for handicrafts Is the 


Michoacan town of Patzuaro, noted for 
its broad tree-shaded plazas, cobbled 
streets and ancient churches, and the fa- 
mous whlteflsh from the nearby lake by 
tho same name. 


In Patzcuaro, a former convent has 


been converted Into a crafts center 
known ns the House of tho Eleven 
Patios. Hero somo of Mlchoacan's best

and wooden trays of wood from the mag- 
nificent forests in Michoacan.

From Patzcuaro everything Is nearby. 


Santa Clara, tho copper village, Is only 
20 minutes away. Uruapan and Its lac- 
quers is an hour's drive, with Paracho, 
tho guitar town, a little further on. Tzlnt- 
zuntzan (which takes its name from the 
Tarascan word for hummingbird) Is on 
tho road to Morella. 


. CAPITAL of Michoacan, Is 


ono of Mexico's most splendid provincial 
capitals. It Is a monumental city, domi- 
nated by Its great cathedral, with stone 
buildings adding to Its dignity and side- 
walk cafes tucked beneath tho stone 
arches giving it a distinctly European at- 
mosphere. 


Its regal splendor, contrasting with 


the colorful but somewhat more raucous 
cities In other parts of Mexico, makes 
Morella a favorite with tourists, many of 
them from tho United States, who return 
year after year to spend entire vacations 
relaxing at one of the several pleasant 
hotels In the Santa Maria hills.

Modern art museum to open 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - The opening of 


a new building Is always a monumental 
achievement In this city of marble. 


The Hlrshorn Museum and Sculpture 


Garden Is the next ausplcous opening on 
the Washington calendar, and it will be 
one of tho most important openings of 
the decade. 


The Hlrshhorn will be the first now 


Smithsonian-museum to open In a dec- 
ade. The date will be Oct. 5. The mu- 
seum will be devoted to modem art, dis- 
playing 37S paintings and 525 sculptures 
when It opens. Its permanent collection 
will number 4,000 pointings and 2,000 


sculptures. 


Actually, there was an "old" Smlthso- 


nian museum opened across from the 
White House a couple of years ago — the 
Rcnwick Gallery — but it was a renova- 
tion of the city's first art gallery and 
dated back to Civil War days. 


The Hirshhorn will be the first Mall 


opening since the Museum of History and 
Technology in 1964. 


Joschp H. Hirshhorn donated the huge 


art collection to the Smithsonian, and 
provided much of the money for the un- 
ique circular structure which has been 
rising from the Mall since 1970.

York harriers visit area—look as tough as ever in '74

The runners took off from the starting 


line like so many ducks from a blind, 
startled by the gun, and with that act the 
1974 cross country season got under way. 


Actually, some teams had already 


opened their season earlier In the week, 
but with Saturday's meet at Union Oil's 
eye-stretching expanse, the cross country 
schedule really began.

Collecting sports cards, some of which 


date back to the late 1800's, has grown in 
popularity, according to the Chicagoland 
Collectors Association, sponsors of the 
Expo to be held at the Sheraton-O'Hare 
Motor Hotel, on Mannheim Road just 
north of O'Hare International Airport, 
Sept 14 and 15. 


Youthful collectors, 
seemingly ob- 


sessed with card collecting, have Joined 
the ranks of the serious collector who 
had transformed this hobby from the 
childhood rating usually given it by the 
general public Into one of the world's tru- 
ly major hobbies. 


For nearly a century, American com- 


panies have been Issuing so-called trad- 
ing cards with cigarettes, cigars, news- 
papers, soft drinks, candy and especially 
chewing gum. Generations of gum-chew- 
ing youngsters have hoarded the cards. 
The Chicagoland Collectors Association 
is inviting the public to empty attics and 
trunks and bring their cards, old and 
new, to the Expo where they can be sold, 
traded or auctioned off. 


Last year, Topps Chewing Gum Com- 


pany issued over 250 million cards alone. 
These cards today are worth less than a 
penny a piece. However, cards from as 
early as the mid-1960's now have a com- 
mercial value of almost 10 cents. Cards 
from the 1950's are in the 25 cents range 
and $1 will probably buy you a card from 
the 1930's or 1940's. Several cards are 
worth $75 to $100 and a few can only be 
acquired by offering up to $300. 


The most sought after card in the base- 


ball card collecting field is the famous 
Honus Wagner card which was recently 
purchased for $1500. Only 12 of the rare 
1910 clgarette'baseball card are known to 
exist — the Hall of Fame shortstop for 
the Pittsburgh Pirates refused to let his 
picture be used by the manufacturers of 
tobacco products because of his opposi- 
tion to smoking. In contrast, the Honus 
Wagner card in a candy series brings 
only $2.00!

Today, some women can be as at home 


In key executive positions as In the kitch- 
en. 


Geneva Hollinger, owner of Gaare Oil 


Co. in Palatine, Is ono woman who chose 
to go beyond the traditional roles of do- 
mesticity. Poised, self-confident and at 
the top, she is tastefully feminine yet ca- 
pable of dealing professionally with hard- 
headed truck drivers. 


Geneva 
learned 
the 
oil business 


through on-thc-job experience in secre- 
tarial, posting and supervisory Jobs over 
the past 21 years. 


"I used to do the mechanics," she said 


recently. ".But a good executive hires ca- 
pable people to do it." It takes a long 
time to establish a work team, but Gen- 
eva currently has three office employes 
on whom she can rely completely. 


A woman executive encounters prob- 


lems related but unknown to men. Many 
male employes resent working for a 
woman, doubting her ability and judg- 
ment. Others are quick to question man- 
agerial decisions if they're made by a 
woman. 


Because women often must overcome 


discouraging attacks from men, they 
usually are forced to work harder and do 


a better job. 


"You also have to work more at being 


a woman in my position," Geneva said, 
adding that "being a woman in a man's 
field means that you sometimes have to 
be forceful, to let people know you mean 
business." 


Women simply can't let themselves be 


put down by anyone to gain respect in 
business, commented Geneva. Although 
many situations can be trying, she tries 
to keep her temperament "even." Ke- 
rn a i n calm and . handle situations 
tactfully, Geneva advises. Hysterical 
tears are not In the best interest of busi- 
ness, she added. 


Geneva feels fortunate to have an "un- 


derstanding, compatible husband." "He 
really lets me do my thing," she said of 
husband and companion Bob. 


The Holllngers live in a townbouse so 


there Is no upkeep. Geneva has the 
cleaning done but enjoys cooking. She 
also enjoys the freedom of not being obli- 
gated to put dinner on the table. 


"If I haven't anything planned, we just 


go out," she said. ' 


Geneva feels she has the best of every- 


thing at this point in her life. "I'm truly 
liberated," she said. 


But times were not always smooth. 


Looking back, Geneva said that prob- 
lems and crises she faced made her a 
stronger person. In her case, stronger 
does not mean hard. Far from it. Her 
strength came in character and determi- 
nation. 


Being a woman executive takes a lot of 


thinking, planning and doing, she said 
when asked how she would advise wom- 
en seeking careers at the top. 


"You have to decide If it's worth it," 


she said. A lot of women don't have the 
ambition to try and those who try often 
give up. Geneva feels that her two sons, 


now grown, were a great incentive in her 
climb to the top. 


There arc a lot of opportunities in 


management that women don't realize, 
she said. Women often make better exec- 
utives than men, Geneva added. For in- 
stance, she feels that women are gener- 
ally better at figuring things out than 
many men. 


"There's a lot of hard work involved," 


she warned. "If you're an executive, 
you're the one that stays awake nights. 
Not the employes," she added.

A home economics major who had giv- 


en up teaching fuiltlme to rear four chil- 
dren, flbe had been unconsciously search- 
nig for something to occupy her free 
time. 


Her craftsmanship Improved by addi- 


tional instruction. Mrs. Twietmeyer set 
up shop in the middle of her family 
room. People who noticed her work put 
in orders. Just by word of mouth, her 
clientele progressively grew. 


Now Mrs. Twictmeyor is into a whole 


line of crafts including Sculptl mushroom. 
plaques, ecology boxes personalized with 
wedding or birth announcements, dried 


pressed flowers framed and corn husk 
dolls. 


Her most recent accomplishment Is 


tolo painting. She no longer does vue 
d'optlque. It dropped from popularity 
anyhow. Besides, part of the fun for the 
Arlington Heights mother is continually 
mastering a new craft. 


"I'm a home ec major and used to 


doing things with my hands. I guess it all 
just fell into place." 


Though Mrs. Twietmeyer is proud of 


the way her crafts have been accepted 
(five gift shops in the area currently car- 
ry her work on consignment), "it's al- 
most come to the point where it's too 
much for me to keep up with," she 
smiled sitting on the family room divan. 
Hung above k is a gallery of her most 
recent creations. 


Displayed prominently they enable vis- 


itors to see her entire line. 


Profit is not a motivating factor for 


Mrs. Twietmeyer, though she is able to 
sock some away every now and then. 


"With four kids we're going to need 


it," she laughs. 


But most of what she makes goes right 


back into materials and more classes. 
She places instead a high psychological 
value on her handiwork. "It's good thera- 
py," she continued. 


"When I go to make something, I feel 


like I've really done something. I don't 
mean to knock 'housekeeping or raising 
children, but you've got to have some- 
thing else too. 


"I get satisfaction out of doing it and 


seeing other people appreciate it. That's 
all the payment I need," she added. 


Mrs. Twietmeyer usually works on her 


crafts four to five hours a day though her 
schedule is often Interrupted during the 
summer by the activities of her children 
who range in age from 4 to 13. 


Currently she is building up a supply of 


items to be offered through an open 
house she has planned for Oct 24-25. 
Christmas decorations will be featured. 


Gerald Twietmeyer supports his wife 


all the way. 


"I really keep him busy making ecolo- 


gy boxes and cutting up bread boards I 
use for some of my things. Other pieces 
are mounted on bark I get from my 
mother in Galena." 


During the summer Mrs. Twietmeyer 


has been making the rounds of local 
craft fairs. Sometimes the whole family 
accompanies her. Other times when it is 
inconvenient, Gerald stays home to baby- 
sit while his wife goes out and peddles 
her wares. 


Mrs. Twietmeyer feels she entered the 


carft market at an opportune time be- 
cause handcrafted items are extremely 
popular right now. 


Her dream one day is to open her own 


shop though at the moment, she is satis- 
fied with developing new ideas which can 
be assembled right on her own kitchen 
table.

Women no longer 


housewives

Despite the opposition of some house- 


wives to the women's equal rights move- 
ment, it has focused increased attention 
on the monetary value of a housewife's 
work. 


Many women who do not hold jobs out- 


side the home resent the implication that 
they are "just" housewives and that 
their contribution to society is minimal. 
Indeed, their indignation seems justified 
by a number of factors currently coming' 
to light, thanks to the women's move- 
ment. 


First of all, anyone who must hire the 


services traditionally performed by 
housewives — cooking, cleaning, laun- 
dry, child care, etc. — quickly finds out 
just how much all of that costs. What a 
housewife routinely does for free has 
been estimated by one economist as 
worth $13,393 per year. 


But if a housewife wanted to collect 


payment for those services, the only way 
she could do so (outside of bogging her 
husband for an allowance) Is through di- 
vorce court. 


Now, however, legislation has been In- 


troduced into Congress to grant Social 
Security benefits to some 30 million 
housewives. Introduced by Rep. Biila 
Abzug of New York, the "householder's 
basic benefit" would be based on "the 
average wages for service occupations" 
and would be funded out of general reve- 
nues. 


The idea of Social Security benefits for 


unpaid homemakers is endorsed by the 
chairman of the U.S. Civil Service Com- 
mission, Arthur S. Flemming. 


In addition, Flemming favors federal 


retirement insurance for housewives. 


"Older women are by far the poorest 


segment of American society," Flemm- 
ing stated recently. His comment was 
based on a staff report by the commis- 
sion indicating that 6 out of 10 U.S. wid- 
ows have Incomes below the poverty lev- 
el. 
.'The.report, disclosed, that .in 1973, the. 


annual Social Security payment for wid- 
ows was $1,900, far less than that paid to 
single men. 


It is probable that some housewives 


might object to being compensated for 
family chores, even in the form of Social 
Security benefits. These housewives 
might logically be the ones who oppose 
the Equal Rights Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, arguing that it would force 
housewives out of the home because hus- 
bands would no longer be bound to sup- 
port their families. 


Actually, however, in Illinois a hus- 


band is not required by the statutes to 
support his family; rather, husband and 
wife arc equally responsible for the ex- 
penses of the family. Thus, the equal ap- 
plication of workers' benefits to house- 
wives might be viewed as an economic 
necessity under present law, as well as a 
socially desirable goal. 


Aside from monetary compensation for 


housewives, current legislative proposals 
would also secure equal recognition of 
housewives in areas of credit, and social 
and legal contracts. 


For example, in many parts of the 


country housewives (as well as certain 
other categories of women) cannot ob- 
tain mortgages and cannot obtain retail 
credit hi their own names. They must 
have the written signature of their hus- 
bands on a variety of legal documents, 
including authorizations for certain medi- 
cal procedures. And, they must fight 
court battles for the privilege of using 
their maiden names on official papers. 


All of these practices and more are 


being challenged now by individuals and 
organizations, in Congress, legislatures 
and courts, in homes and in private so- 
cial circles. 


Ideally, the goal Is not to disregard the 


"old-fashioned" housewife and her val- 
ues and traditions, but simply to open up 
other options for those women — house- 
wives as well as women working outside 
the home — who want equal economic

children to develop skills In human rela- 
tionships that are vitally Important In all 
aspects of life," she commented on her 
decision to stay on the job. 


With her usual exuberance, Mrs. Ka- 


cena lined up a staff willing to work long 


hours and to tako tho training necessary 
to successfully utilize Hawthorne's open 
space design. She also looked for teach- 
ers who would like and support one an- 
other, explaining, "A congenial staff is 
good for the kids." 


As Kay Kacena sees it, her and her 


staff's main mission is to provide on en- 
vironment that motivates kids to enjoy 
school, to enjoy learning. "You don't 
need the very best school building but 
teachers who care about every kid in the 
classroom," she said. 


So the Hawthorne pupils would derive 


the most benefits from the building's 
open space design, she set up workshops 
on open space schooling and also on 
team and individualized teaching tech- 
niques. This year, she proudly reported, 
as Hawthorne embarks on its fourth 
year, approximately 60 teachers will be 
attending these sessions.

Mrs. Kacena commuted to Northern Illi- 
nois University in DeKalb one summer to 
earn a certificate hi administration.

Women's fashions for fall come in 


many new looks, in fact, (here's a whole 
aew proportion — volume. 


There is no sign of the world fabric 


shortage. The female population is 
drowning in miles of It. Skirts billow, 
coats flap like tents, blouses droop and 
sleeves balloon. 


The feeling is — think loose. 
New styles for fall borrow from the 


folk costumes of the world. There ore 
glimpses of the Russian ballet and mou-

Fashion experts say it's a grown-up

And It's easier to 
wear than fashion has been for many 
seasons. 


Starting at the top, hair Is styled to 


meld with the total concept of looseness. 
Beautiful hair moves. There is a return 
to the look and feel of femininity. Bounc- 
ing waves and curls, bangs tightly curled 
or softly brushed are the toppers for fall 
*74. For the very daring, pin curls and 
finger waves, reminiscent of the Gatsby 
era, may fit the bill. 


Blouse manufacturers hod a rough 


time when women adopted the shirt al- 
most universally. But, for fall and win- 
ter, things are looking up, as the blouse 
returns in soft silky fabrics. The new top- 
pers are updated with long tics or tunic 
styling. Embellished with embroidery, 
tucking, lace, ruffles and lingerie ac- 
cents, the blouse is soft and lady-like. 


Long and bulky, but not boggy, is the 


new trend for sweaters. They tumble out 
of closets and spill out of drawers in 


tweedy, nubby finishes, Jacquard scene 
prints and Scandinavian designs. Twin 
sets set a coordinated mood. Some new 


sweaters are meant to replace the jack- 
et. Thick cable knits with hoods are 
sportswear firsts. Art Deco designs and 
geometries give the look of '74. 


Dresses are moving in on pants for 


popularity. Women will be dressed up for 
fall in soft feminine frocks with big 
sleeves and gentle sweeping accents. 
Two-piece dresses, many with belts or 
sashes, and bias cut or side-wrapped 
styles give the comfortable, yet dressed 
up feeling. The chemise is first in new 
dress styles.

'40s highlight the new bulkiness in suits. 
Softly belted jackets poked with stitch- 
pleated or circular skirts lend good looks 
and the practicality of mix and match to 
fall wardrobes. 
Skirts are longer and fuller, from just 


below the knee to just above the ankle. It 
has finally happened. The longer, more- 
mature lengths are being shown and ac- 
cepted by today's woman. Starting below 
the knee, hems go down to mid calf, 
ankle length — whatever appeals to you. 
But, the knees are going beneath the 
hemlines. 


No flare, no cuffs and streamlined Is

The most dramatic news in fall fashion 


is the coat. It's shaped full'and tenty to 
cover the loosest, widest dresses under- 
neath.

textures. The clutch bag is still popular 
but may never surpass the ever-popular, 
versatile shoulder bag. New shapes In- 


clude the sailor style in duffle shapes 
and the regular "shopping bag" model 
copied in miniature.

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'Equal school 
facilities' sought; 
panel put off 


The High School Dlst. 214 Board of 


Education agreed Monday night to study 
a request for now facilities at the dis- 
trict's eight high schools. 


The move came after a citizens group 


calling for "equalization of district facil- 
ities" asked the board to establish a spe- 
cial committee to Investigate the needs 
for additions at the district's eight 
schools. 


James Stoll of Arlington Heights, co- 


chairman of the group, presented 750 pe- 
tition signatures In support of the group's 
request. 


The board, refusing to set up the com- 


mittee Immediately, instead authorized 
the school administration to study the pe- 
titions and report to the board within the 
next four weeks. Sloll said later he was 
disappointed that the board took no ac- 
tion. 


DUniNG THE MEETING, Supt. Ed- 


ward Gilbert expressed his support for 
the formation of the special study com- 
mittee. 


The citizens group started with efforts 


to obtain swimming pools for five district 
schools that do not have them. 


Stoll told (he board, however, that his 


group Is concerned about all facilities, 
such as fieldhouscs and equal facilities 
for girls' athletics. He expressed the 
hope that the committee could be formed 
soon and complete its work In time for a 
spring referendum. 


Lorraine Lark, vice president of the 


Wheeling Park District, told the board 
that the park district is willing to sit 
down with the Dlst. 214 board and dis- 
cuss the additions of pools. 


MRS. LARK SAID she was concerned 


with possible double taxation of resi- 
dents of the Wheeling Park District. 


The three existing high school pools In- 


cluding one In Wheeling were financed 
Jointly by Dlst. 214 and local park dis- 
tricts. The other cooperative pools are 
located at Arlington and Buffalo Grove 
high schools. 


Stoll said after- the meeting he was 


"disappointed at tho board's lack of ac- 
tion." 


He added his group has no further 


plans for action and would wait to hear 
the Dlst. 214 administration's recommen- 
dation. 


"Then we'll see what the board comes 


up with and meet again," said Stoll. 


JAMES STOLL OF Arlington Heights presented 750 pe- 
tition signatures Monday night calling for "equalization 
of facilities" in High School Dlst. 214. Stoll, co-chair- 


man of a citizens' committee, said his group was disap- 
pointed the board failed to take immediate action, on 
forming a special committee to study facilities.

Jackson, Lajig favor prison term 
Trustees hit Valenza sentence reduction 


Two Wheeling village trustees said Monday they were dis- 


appointed at the reduction in sentence of former Trustee Mi- 
chael Valenza. 


"I think he should have spent some time In prison," sold 


Trustee Donald Jackson. "It's a real tragedy that he will not 
go to prison." 


Trustee Albert Lang agreed, saying, "Evidently the court 


decided that was the proper thing to do, but I still think 
anyone who violates the public trust deserves to be punished 
and not just get a slap on the wrist." 


JACKSON CALLED the suspended sentence a "travesty," 


adding that ho thought Valcnza's original sentence was too 
lenient. "I don't think any of the people Involved in this thing 
received just sentences," Jackson sold. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, all of tho sentences were too light." 


Valcnza's nine-month prison sentence was reduced to three 


years' probation Monday by U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard Decker. Valenza had pleaded guilty to conspiring to 
extort $5,000 worth of furniture from Wlckes Inc. in exchange 
for zoning favors. 


Other Wheeling officials contacted by The Herald had little 


to say about the suspended sentence. 


Village Pros. Ted Scanlon said he was not aware of the 


decision to suspend Valenzn's sentence and would not com- 
ment. "I really don't want to make a comment," he said. 
"Not until I give it some thought." 


TRUSTEE Ronald Bruhn also refused comment, saying, "I 


think plenty has already been said about this in the news- 
papers. The court of law made the decision and that should 
be the end of it." 


Village Mgr. George Passolt and Trustee William Heln also 


refused comment. Trustees Edward Berger and John Koep- 
pen could not be contacted.

The conspiracy sentence of former 


Wheeling Trustee Michael Valenza was 
reduced Monday from nine months in 
prison to three years' probation by U.S. 
District Court Judge Bernard Decker. 


Valenza, who was sentenced by Decker 


May 24 after pleading guilty to con- 
spiring to extort $5,000 worth of furniture 
from Wlckes Inc. in exchange for zoning 
favors, was aided in his request for a 
reduced sentence by government prose- 
cutors. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Howard Stone told 


Decker that Valcnza's cooperation with 
the U.S. Attorney's Office "has been con- 
siderable. He has made every effort 
within his power to benefit the govern- 
ment and benefit the system." 


Stone also said Valenza is still confer- 


ring with the government on other mat- 
ters, but it Is not known whether he wfll 
testify in other cases. 


ALTHOUGH VALENZA'S nine-month 


prison sentence was vacated, it does not 
change his status as a convicted felon. 
Valenza's three-year probation period be- 
gan Monday. 


Valenza was among six former and

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present Wheeling and Cook County offi- 
cials indicted Jan. 31 after a year-long 
federal grand jury probe into shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. 


Four.of the six have pleaded guilty and 


two are serving prison terms in the fed- 
eral penitentiary In Sandstone, Minn. 
, Stone told Decker that Valenza's coop- 
eration helped to convict James Stavros, 
former Wheeling Township Democratic 
committeeman, and William Bieber, for- 
mer Wheeling building director, of 
charges of extortion and filing false in- 
come tax returns. 


Valenza 's agreement In April to testify 


against Stavros was the key in the plea 
bargaining which led to Stavros' guilty 
pleas to three charges of extortion from 
Wheeling developers and filing a false in- 
come tax return, Stone said. 


Valenza also testified in the trial of 


William Hart, another former Wheeling 
trustee, who pleaded guilty in June to 
conspiracy to commit extortion. As Va- 
lenza's attorney, Jason Bellows pointed 
out to Judge Decker Monday, Hart was 
sentenced to only one year of probation. 


DECKER ASKED Stone if Valenza's 


cooperation was necessary to get the 
convictions of the other village officials. 
Stone said he thought the government 
could have obtained the convictions with- 
out Valenza's cooperation, but his assis- 
tance has given them many "insights 
into the situation in Wheeling." 


Valenza Is the only one of the four 


tried officials to cooperate with the gov-. 
ernment, Stone told the judge. Two other 
indicted officials await trial. They are 
Ira Colitz, former Democratic state rep- 
resentative and vice president of the 
42nd Ward Regular Democratic Organi- 
zation, and Nicholas Phillips, zoning land 
planner for Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals and a cousin of Stavros. 


Decker said he accepted Stone's rec- 


ommendation that Valenza's sentence be 
reduced "In view of what has happened" 
since Valenza was sentenced. 


Paramedic 
plan eight 
iveeks away 


A paramedic program in the Long 


Grove Fire Dept. should be in operation 
within eight weeks, said Tony Berg, a 
trustee for the Long Grove Rural Fire 
Protection District. 


Plans to establish the service in the 


department, which covers most of the 
Lake County sector of Buffalo Grove, are 
"on schedule if not ahead," Berg said 
Monday. 


Most of the necessary drugs the spe- 


cially trained firefighters administer 
have been obtained from Condell Hospi- 
tal in Libertyville. 


Still on order is $4,000 to $5,000 worth 


of telemetry devices, or special lifesav- 
ing equipment used by the paramedics. 


THE SOPHISTICATED machinery can 


restore a victim's heartbeat through an 
electric shock and it includes a radio 
through which doctors at area hospitals 
relay treatment Instructions. 


As soon as the equipment arrives, the 


program will be put into action in the 
department on a 24-hour basis, Berg 
said. Four firefighters in the 30-man 
Long Grove department arc certified 
paramedics. 


Once the program is operational in 


Lake County, those residents will join the 
Cook County village section who have 
been receiving the service from the Buf- 
falo Grove Fire Dept. Inc., since Decem- 
ber of 1972. 


Four additional firemen are scheduled 


to begin paramedic training at Condell 
Hospital Oct. 7, Berg said. 


Berg said the department has not been 


affected by equipment order backlogs for 
the machinery caused by the growing 
popularity of the paramedic program in 
fire departments throughout the Chicago 
area. The devices may even arrive ear- 
lier than scheduled, he said. 


"THE PUBLIC HAS demanded the 


service and we're doing our very best to 
provide them with it," according to 
Berg. "Everyone, with very few ex- 
ceptions is in total agreement with it." 


Buffalo Grove officials are Currently 


promoting a referendum, however, that 
would transfer the Lake County sec- 
tion of the village served by Long Grove 
to the Wheeling Township Rural Fire 
Protection District. 


Village officials favor the switch be- 


cause they believe putting the village in 
a single fire protection area will facil- 
itate an easier transition to a municipal 
fire department in the future. 


Village north of Old Checker Road gets 


its fire protection from both the Long 
Grove and Vernon fire districts. 


Petitions are being circulated in the 


Lake County area as a step in setting up 
the referendum.

Sunday near Dam No. 1 
in the forest preserve. 


Wheeling police, who are investigating 


the case, said Peterson was found in a 
semi-coherent state with his face blood- 
ied. Peterson, who police said Is 35, "had 
a big tire mark up his back from his butt 
to his shoulders," said Lt. Thomas Conte 
of the Wheeling police. 


Conte would not release many details 


of the crime because of apparent incon- 
sistencies In Peterson's accounts of the 
alleged incident. However, details avail- 
able indicate Peterson was allegedly ab- 
ducted by two men from the Foremost 
Uquor Store, 767 W. Dundte Rd., Wheel- 
ing, at 6:30 p.mJ Sunday and was brought 
to th forest preserve where he was beaten 
and robbed of his wallet. 


Conte said the tire mark Indicates Pe- 


terson may have been run over by an 
auto. It is not known what was in the 
wallet, Conte said.

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Plaines 'garbage man'pleads guilty

Wayne Cleghorn was fined $80 Monday 


after pleading guilty to creating a public 
nuisance, but he gave little explanation 
as to how 10 tons of garbage accumu- 
lated In his townhouse at 259-J Dover 
Dr., DCS Plalncs. 


During a 10-mlnutc hearing before As- 


soclatc Circuit Court Judge Jerome T. 
Burke, Cleghorn, 38, would say only that 
a personal problem was the reason be- 
hind the accumulation of trash In his 
home. 


Police discovered the situation Aug. 22 


and pressed the charge against Cleghorn. 
City public works employes worked for 
several days to clean up the trash. 


CI.EOIIOIIN COULD have been fined 


up to $300 on the charges, according to 
Atty. Herbert Dubrow, who prosecuted 


the case for the city. 


Cleghorn's attorney, William Joost of 


Park Ridge, said the incident was a per- 
sonal tragedy for Cleghorn. 


Cleghorn would not state how long the 


trash had been accumulating, saying 
only It had been piling up "for some 
time." 


He sold he had made several efforts to 


clean it up. 


Cleghorn said the personal problem 


which caused the situation was related to 
his wife who left him about six weeks 
ago. He told the court that his wife kept 
several dogs In the townhouse. 


MRS. CLEGHORN was not charged In 


the incident and did not appear in court. 
She had been living in an apartment in 
Mount Prospect, but has apparently left 
the area. 


Cleghorn said he did not know where 


his wife Is living. 


After the hearing, Cleghorn paid his 


fine and rushed from the courtroom. He 
refused to answer reporters' questions. 


Asked if there was some explanation 


for the situation, Cleghorn would state 
only, "There is no explanation; there has 
been enough damage done." 


After the hearing, Judge Burke said he 


would have liked to learn more about the 
situation, but the court procedure did not 
allow for additional questioning. 


Joost also said Cleghorn did not give 


him any additional information on the 
matter. 


"I think the court record includes most 


of the Information known about the 
case," Joost said. 


Although the criminal proceedings re- 


garding Cleghorn are finished, he still 
will face bills for the cleanup of the 
townhouse. 


ROBERT LUBIN, of the Lubln Man- 


agement Corp., which owns the Dover 
Drive townhouses, said he intends to 
seek full legal remedies to have Cleghorn 
pay for the damages. 


City officials sent Lubln a bill for 


$2,500 to pay the men and equipment 
used to remove the trash from the apart- 
ment. Lubin said his expenses will be 
considerable for renovation of the apart- 
ment. 


Lubln said Monday that he will have to 


pull up all the floors In the townhouse 


• and replace all appliances in addition to 


regular clean-up work. 


"We will turn over to our attorney all 


of the bills and take whatever legal ap- 
proach necessary to recover the costs," 
Lubln explained. 


HE ADDED that he is working to clear 


up problems caused by the Cleghorns 
with other adjacent units. Several per- 
sons who lived near the Cleghorn home 
said their residences were infested with 
roaches. 


City officials said they plan to monitor 


the cleanup operation to make sure there 
is no foot dragging on the part of the 
management company. 


"If there continues to be a problem In 


that area, we may be forced to take ad- 
ditional action against the manage- 
ment," Jean Branding, city health de- 
partment director, said last week.

Garbage-house tenant 
pleads guilty;

Wayne Cleghom was fined $80 Monday 


after pleading guilty to creating a public 
nuisance, but he gavo little explanation 
as to how 10 tons of garbage accumu- 
lated In his townhouso at 239-J Dover 
Dr., DCS Plaines.

Burke, Cieghorn, 38, would say only that 
n personal problem was the reason be- 
hind the accumulation of trash in his 
home. 


Police discovered the situation Aug. 22 


and pressed (ho charge against Cieghorn. 
City public works employes worked for 
several days to clean up the trash. 


CLEGIIORN COULD have been fined 


up to $300 on the charges, according to 
Alty. Herbert Dubrow, who prosecuted 
the cose for the city. 


Clcghorn's attorney, William Joost of 


Park Rldgc. said the Incident was a per- 
sonal tragedy for Cieghorn. 


Cieghorn would not state how long the 


trash had been accumulating, saying 
only It had been piling up "for some 
time." 


He said he had made several efforts to 


clean it up. 


Cieghorn said the personal problem 


which caused the situation was related to 
his wife who left him about six weeks 
ago. Ho told the court that his wife kept 
. several dogs In the townhouse. 


MRS. CLEGHOKN was not charged in 


the incident and did not appear in court. 
She had been living in an apartment in 
Mount Prospect, but has apparently left 
the area. 


Cieghorn said ho did not know where 


his wife Is living. 


After the hearing, Cleghom paid his 


fine and rushed from the courtroom. He 
refused to answer reporters' questions. 


Asked if there was some explanation 


for the situation, Cieghorn .would state 
only, "There is no explanation; there has 
been enough damage done."

Kindergartner gets a peek at school

Renee Roeder clings tightly to her 


mother's hand, gazing shyly at her new 
kindergarten teacher. She buries her 
head in her mother's arm as her teacher 
bends over to greet her. 


This first meeting of child and teacher 


was repeated, frequently last week as 
Des Plaines Dist. 62 kindergarten teach- 
ers held orientation sessions with their 
new charges. 


At Cumberland School, youngsters and 


their parents sat on a wooden bench in 
the hallway waiting for their interview 
with teachers Carolyn Potter and Mindy 
Sorcnson. Occasionally, a child jumped 
up excitedly when he spotted an older 
playmate In a passing group of students. 
Youngsters Invariably dragged their feet 


going into the interview and dashed out 
at the end of the session. 


MRS. POTTER, a teacher for six 


years, said the interviews give children a 
chance "to kind of get a peek at me and 
the room while mom is around." 


During the sessions, Mrs. Potter 


checks health certificates, explains bus 
routes, hands out school supply sheets 
and answers parents' questions. The 
youngsters use the time to color pictures 
or check out the toys in the room. 


The concerns of most parents center on 


procedural matters, said Mrs. Potter. 
Questions during one afternoon session 
ranged from bus routes (what stop does 
he get off at) to birthdays (can she bring 
cupcakes). 


Mothers also use the tune to pass on 


tips on their offspring's behavior ("When 


she gets to know you, she'll try to run 
the class") and habits ("Call him Chip- 
per — if you call him Lloyd he won't 
answer"). 


REACTIONS OF parents vary from 


anxious to nonchalant, Mrs. Sorenson 
said. 


"There's a big difference between par- 


ents bringing in their fifth child and 
those bringing in their first," she said. 
"The second group comes hi and wants 
to know everything." 


The attitude of children also varies 


from group to group, Mrs. Sorenson 
noted. 


"You get ones who come in, sit down 


and color a picture. Others walk around 
the room checking out things," she said. 


Both teachers think parents are a big 


influence on how their youngsters view 
school. 


MRS. SORENSON NOTES that some 


children "don't even want to look at me. 
With others, you can tell their parents 
really worked with them to say 'good 
morning' and 'please' and 'thank you.'" 


Mrs. Potter said if "parents have a 


positive approach, chances are pretty 
good the kid will have a good response to 
school." 


Both women view the tearful kinder- 


gartner as a thing of the past, because of 
the number of youngsters attending pre- 
school. 


"Outside, there may be a couple of 


tears, but once the kids come inside 
they're usually good — amazingly good," 
Mrs. Potter said.

ward Gilbert expressed his support for 
the formation of tho special study com- 
mittee. 


Tho citizens group started with efforts 


to obtain swimming pools for five district 
schools that do not have them. 


Stoll told tho board, however, that his 


group is concerned about all facilities, 
such as ficldhouscs and equal facilities 
for girls' athletics. He expressed the 
hope that the committee could be formed 
soon and complete its work In time for a 
spring referendum. 


Lorraine Lark, vice president of tho 


Wheeling Park District, told tho board 
that tho park district is willing to sit 
down with the Dlst. 214 board and dis- 
cuss the additions of pools. 


MRS. LARK SAID she was concerned 


with possible double taxation of resi- 
dents of tho Wheeling Park District. 


The three existing high school pools in- 


cluding one in Wheeling were financed 
jointly by Dist. 214 and local park dis- 
tricts. The other cooperative pools are 
located at Arlington and Buffalo Grove 
high schools. 


Stoll said after the meeting he was 


"disappointed at the board's lack of ac- 
tion."

Flynn distributed to reporters, who arc 


familiar with his past stands, copies of 
letters to tho editor showing his support 
of Magcn David Adorn (the Israel Red

Cross), urging purchase of Israel bonds, 
and deploring Russian persecution of 
Jews. 


He was unable to tell reporters who 


was making charges of anti-semitlsm 
against him. 


Flynn said he had written to Nicholas

the ballot" if a suitable Democratic can- 
didate could be enlisted to replace him. 


FLYNN SAID he was unaware of the 


statutory deadline for withdrawing from 
the ballot, which passed Aug. 10.

Officials 
maintain that they are not responsible 
for the violations discovered recently, be- 
cause they conducted inspections 
diligently. 


During the past several months as vil- 


lage officials studied the furnace prob- 
lem, they were reluctant to take legal 
action or blame the builder, furnace 
manufacturer or Installer for the prob- 
lem.

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Plaines 'garbage man'pleads guilty

Wayne Clcghorn was fined $80 Monday 


after pleading guilty to creating a public 
nuisance, but he gave little explanation 
as to how 10 tons of garbage accumu- 
lated In his townhouso at 259-J Dover 
Dr., DCS Plalncs. 


During a 10-mlnuto hearing before As- 


sociate Circuit Court Judge Jerome T. 
Burke, Clcghorn, 30, would say only that 
a personal problem was the reason be- 
hind the accumulation of trash In his 
home. 


Police discovered the situation Aug. 22 


and pressed tho charge against Clcghorn. 
City public works employes worked for 
several days to clean up the trash. 


CLEGIIORN COULD have been fined 


up to $500 on the charges, according to 
Atty. Herbert Dubrow, who prosecuted 


tho case for the city. 


CIcghorn's attorney, William Joost of 


Park Ridge, said the Incident was a per- 
sonal tragedy for Clcghorn. 


Clcghorn would not state how long the 


trash had been accumulating, saying 
only it had been piling up "for some 
time." 


Ho said he had made several efforts to 


clean It up. 


Clcghorn said tho personal problem 


which caused the situation was related to 
his wife who left him about six weeks 
ago. He told the court that his wife kept 
several dogs In the townhousc. 


MRS. CLEGIIORN was not charged in 


the incident and did not appear in court. 
She hod been living in an apartment in 
Mount Prospect, but has apparently left 
the area. 


Cleghorn said he did not know where 


his wife is living. 


After the hearing, Cleghorn paid his 


fine and rushed from the courtroom. He 
refused to answer reporters' questions. 


Asked if there was some explanation 


for the situation, Cleghorn would state 
only, "There is no explanation; there has 
been enough damage done." 


After the hearing, Judge Burke said he 


would have liked to learn more about the 
situation, but the court procedure did not 
allow for additional questioning. 


Joost also said Cleghorn did not give 


him any additional information on the 
matter. 


"I think the court record includes most 


of the Information known about the 
case," Joost said. 


Although the criminal proceedings re- 


garding Cleghorn are finished, he still 
will face bills for the cleanup of the 
townhouse. 


ROBERT LUBIN, of the Lubin Man- 


agement Corp., which owns the Dover 
Drive townhouses, said he intends to 
seek full legal remedies to have Cleghorn 
pay for the damages. 


City officials sent Lubin a bill for 


$2,500 to pay the men and equipment 
used to remove the trash from the apart- 
ment. Lubin said his expenses will be 
considerable for renovation of the apart- 
ment. 


Lubin said Monday that he will have to 


pull up all the floors in the townhouse 
and replace all appliances in addition to 
regular clean-up work. 


"We will turn over to our attorney all 


of the bills and take whatever legal ap- 
proach necessary to recover the costs," 
Lubin explained. 


HE ADDED that he is working to clear 


up problems caused by the Cleghorns 
with other adjacent units. Several per- 
sons who lived near the Cleghorn home 
said their residences were infested with 
roaches. 


City officials said they plan to monitor 


the cleanup operation to make sure there 
is no foot dragging on the part of the 
management company. 


"If there continues to be a problem in

White most think of Teflon that way, 


tho product Isn't very new and tho manu- 
facture of cooking surfaces Isn't the ma- 
jor use of tho slippery product. 


Teflon dates to 1948 and pots and pans 


ore only n small part of the Teflon In- 
dustry, said Gerald Asp, president of an 
Elk Grove Village business that produces 
thousands of pounds of Teflon products 
every year — but not one pot or pan. 


The company, Inorganic Plastics, sis- 


ter company of tho Halogen Corp., got Its 
start In a Franklin Park garage in tho 
early 1930s, when Teflon was In its in- 
fancy. 


THE COMPANY specializes In indus- 


trial component parts from nuts and 
bolts to gaskets and engine pistons. 


"You use teflon when plastic won't 


work or to replace metals such as brass 
or copper," said Asp. "It's chemically 
inert. Nothing will attack It," he added. 


Tho Inertness of Teflon makes It ideal 


for bolts or gaskets In milk cans. Mag- 
nets aro coated with tho product and 
used for atlrrcrs In chemical labora- 


tories. It's sUppcrlncss and low friction 
level make it ideal for some moving 
parts in engines — parts that arc so 
slippery they never need to be oiled, Asp 
said. 


Teflon's higher resistance to heat 


makes it an Ideal replacement for plas- 
tics, said Asp. "It also makes an ex- 
cellent insulation material for electrical 
wiring." 


Tho world's most slippery substance 


starts out as a soft white powder. 


THE POWDER GOES into molds and 


is formed into shapes under high pres- 
sure. A second later the formed part 
comes out, fragile as glass, ready for 
baking. 


About 700 degrees of heat bakes the 


finished Teflon part to hardness. While 
little gaskets bake in a matter of hours, 
larger, thicker tubing often requires bak- 
ing overnight. 


Since teflon Isn't necessarily a strong 


material, it's often mixed with metals for 
strength, Asp said.

54 has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Education with 
an anticipated expenditure of $18,309,330. 


The budget anticipates a total income 


of $19,127,618 which represents an in- 
crease of about $3 million more than last 
year. 


A surplus of $814,268 is expected for 


this year. 


The 1974-75 budget will increase educa- 


tion-fund expenditures by about $3 mil- 
lion. The transportation fund allows for 
an additional spending of about $30,000 
more than last year. 


IN OTHER ACTION last week the 


board approved an eighth-grade program 
in veneral disease instruction. Parents of 
eighth-grade students will be allowed to 
preview the film and materials used and 
decide whether they want their child to 
attend the class. 


The program passed with a 5-2 vote 


with Gordon Thoren, board president, 
and Esther Karras voting against the 
program.

Rural Park District officials will meet 
today to continue discussion of a possible 
merger next year.

Course Clubhouse at 8 p.m., will be the 
second formal discussion between mem- 
bcrs of the two park district boards con- 
cerning the possible April 1,1975 merger, 
the beginning of both park districts' new 
fiscal years. 


Officials of the two park districts de- 


cided to discuss the feasibility of merg- 
ing when the Village of Palatine an- 
nounced earlier this year the possible an- 
nexation of three northern subdivisions 
that arc major portions of the Palatine 
Rural Park District. Park board officials 
have said that a merger would mean ad- 
ditional park land and services'to Pala- 
tine Park District residents, and the first 
land and facilities available to Rural 
Park District residents who currently 
have none. Tho rural park district re- 
ceived funds to develop Its first park fa- 
cilities this year. 


HOGEtt DJOnVIK, attorney for both 


park districts, will present a sample 
draft of the necessary merger ordinance 
for the park board members to discuss. 


Bjorvik said that he expects that park

mated 23-cent per $100 assessed valu- 
ation rate in the Rural Park District. 


The Palatine Park District has an as- 


sessed valuation of more than $100 mil- 
lion which would be combined with the 
Rural Park District's $66 million as- 
sessed valuation In a merger. 


Inverness weighs police protection

Village taxes 
expected to 
remain same 


Village taxes in Palatine next year 


should remain at their current level as a 
result of a tax levy ordinance adopted 
Monday by the Palatine Village Board. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. .Tones cast 


the deciding vote ending a deadlock on 
the board over passage of the ordinance. 
The board had been split on the question 
of keeping the current tax rate or reduc- 
ing the rate by about 10 cents per $100 
assessed valuation for taxes to be collect- 
ed in 1975. 


Jones was joined by Trustees Robert 


Guss, James Shaw and Fred H. Zajonc 
in voting for the ordinance, while 
Trustees Richard W. Fonte and Philip M. 
Stern dissented. Trystec Byran

Coughlin Jr., was absent. 


THE PALATINE village tax rate ac- 


counts for a small portion of the overall 
local bills taxpayers receive. 


The tax levy ordinance establishes the 


amount of monoy the village will need 
from real estate taxes. The ordinance is 
filed with the county clerk who uses it to 
determine what the actual 1975 tax rate 
will be. Village officials can amend the 
ordinance until the end of December. 


Under the ordinance adopted by the 


board, the corporate tax rate of 13.9 
cents per $100 assessed valuation will be 
dropped and replaced with a tax for po- 
lice and fire protection. A motion to drop 
the .5 cents per $100 assessed valuation 
civil defense levy was defeated. 


The projected police tax rate is 3.1 


cents per $100 assessed valuation to gen- 
erate $40,000 and the projected fire pro- 
tection tax rate is 7.1 cents per S100 as- 
sessed valuation to generate $90,000. 


Retirement of a $325,000 general obli- 


gation bond issue for an addition to the 
Colfax Street fire station and other public 
improvements is $44,000 for a projected 
tax rate of 3.5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


TAX REVENUE for the new police 


and fire funds and the bond retirement 
would total $174,000, slightly higher than 
the current corporate fund of $173,880, 
which was eliminated by the board.

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Des Plaines 'garbage man'pleads guilty

Wayne Cleghorn was fined 180 Monday 


after pleading guilty to creating a public 
nuisance, but ho gave little explanation 
as to how 10 tons of garbage accumu- 
lated In his townhouso at 259-J Dover 
Dr., DCS Plalncs. 


During a 10-minute hearing before As- 


sociate Circuit Court Judge Jerome T. 
Burke, Cloghorn, 38, would say only that 
a personal problem was the reason be- 
hind tho accumulation of trash in his 
homo. 


Police discovered the situation Aug. 22 


and pressed the charge against Clcghorn. 
City public works employes worked for 
several days to clean up the trash: 


CLEGHORN COULD have been fined 


up to $300 on the charges, according to 
Atty. Herbert Dubrow, who prosecuted 


the case for the city. 


Cleghorn's attorney, William Joost of 


Park Ridge, said the incident was a per- 
sonal tragedy for Cleghorn. 


Clcghorn would not state how long the 


trash had been accumulating, saying 
only it had been piling up "for some 
time." 


He said he had made several efforts to 


clean it up. 


Clcghorn said the personal problem 


which caused the situation was related to 
his wife who left him about six weeks 


' ago. He told the court that his wife kept 


several dogs In the townhouse. 


MRS. CLEGHORN was not charged in 


the incident and did not appear in court. 
She had been living In an apartment In 
Mount Prospect, but has apparently left 
the area. 


Cleghorn said he did not know where 


his wife is living. 


After the hearing, Cleghorn paid his 


fine and rushed from the courtroom. He 
refused to answer reporters' questions. 


Asked if there was some explanation 


for the situation, Cleghorn would state 
only, "There Is no explanation; there has 
been enough damage done." 


After the hearing, Judge Burke said he 


would have liked to learn more about the 
situation, but the court procedure did not 
allow for additional questioning. 


Joost also said Cleghorn did not give 


him any additional information on the 
matter. 


"I think the court record includes most 


of the information known about the 
case," Joost said. 


Although the criminal proceedings re- 


garding Cleghorn are finished, he still 
will face bills for the cleanup of the 
townhouse. 


ROBERT LUBIN. of the Lubln Man- 


agement Corp., which owns the Dover 
Drive townhouses, said he Intends to 
seek full legal remedies to have Cleghorn 
pay for the damages. 


City officials sent Lubln a bill for 


$2,500 to pay the men and equipment 
used to remove the trash from the apart- 
ment. Lubln said his expenses will be 
considerable for renovation of the apart- 
ment. 


Lubln said Monday that he will have to 


pull up all the floors in' the townhouse 
and replace all appliances in addition to 
regular clean-up work. 


"We will turn over to our attorney all 


of the bills and take whatever legal ap- 
proach necessary to recover the costs," 
Lubln explained. 


HE ADDED that he is working to clear 


up problems caused by the Cleghorns 
with other adjacent units. Several per- 
sons who lived near the Cleghorn home 
said their residences were infested with 
roaches. 


City officials said they plan to monitor 


the cleanup operation to make sure there 
Is no foot dragging on the part of the 
management company. 


"If there continues to be a problem in 


that area, we may be forced to take ad- 
ditional action against the manage- 
ment," Jean Branding, city health de- 
partment director, said last week.

Dead bat 
checked 
for rabies 


A dead bat found in a backyard at 4000 


Wren Ln., Rolling Meadows, has been 
sent to Cook County laboratories for 
rabies testing. 


After Rita Brennan discovered the bat 


Monday morning in her yard, Police 
Chief Lewis Case sent the bat to Cook 
County Dept. of Animal Control. He Is- 
sued a reminder to city residents to su- 
pervise their children and control their 
pets. 


Case emphasized there is no need for 


immediate citizen alarm. There have 
been no reported incidents of rabies in 
Rolling Meadows, although 18 rabid bats 
and two rabid cats have been reported in 
Cook County since January, said Case. 


A similar warning was issued last 


week by Dr. John B. Hall, county health 
director, who cautioned suburban resi- 
dents to avoid any contact with bats. He 
said healthy bats avoid people and ani- 
mals and any bat that attacks is likely to 
be rabid. Dr. Hall also advised residents 
not to approach sick or apparently dead 
bats, but to call police instead. Anyone 
bitten by a bat should sec a doctor im- 
mediately, after thoroughly scrubbing 
the bite with soapy water or detergent, 
he said.

DUIIING THE MEETING, Supt. Ed- 


ward Gilbert expressed his support for 
the formation of tho special study com- 
mittee. 


Tho citizens group started with efforts 


to obtain swimming pools for five district 
schools that do not havo them. 


Stall told the board, however, that his 


group is concerned about all facilities, 
such as fleldhouscs and equal facilities 
for girls' athletics.

Lorraine Lark, vice president of the

The three existing high school pools in-

The other cooperative pools are 
located at Arlington and Buffalo Grove 
high schools. 


Stoll said after the meeting he was 


"disappointed at the board's lack of ac- 
tion."

Dead bat 
checked 
for rabies 


A dead bat found in a backyard at 4000 


Wren Ln., Rolling Meadows, has been 
sent to Cook County laboratories for 
rabies testing. 


After Rita Brennan discovered the bat 


Monday morning in her yard, Police 
Chief Lewis Case sent the bat to Cook 
County Dept. of Animal Control. He is- 
sued a reminder to city residents to su- 
pervise their children and control their 
pets. 


Case emphasized there is no need for 


immediate citizen alarm. There have 
been no reported incidents of rabies in 
Rolling Meadows, although 18 rabid bats 
and t\vo rabid cats have been reported In 
Cook County since January, said Case. 


A similar warning was issued last 


week by Dr. John B. Hall, county health 
director, who cautioned suburban resi- 
dents to avoid any contact with bats. He 
said healthy bats avoid people and ani- 
mals and any bat that attacks is likely to 
be rabid. Dr. Hall also advised residents 
not to approach sick or apparently dead 
bats, but to call police instead. Anyone 
bitten by a bat should see a doctor im- 
mediately, after thoroughly scrubbing 
the bite with soapy water or detergent, 
he said. 


Summer in Brazil 


Rolling Meadows High's first foreign-exchange student 


receives a warm welcome, but 'embarrassed' over Nixon

President Nixon's resignation was 


"very embarrassing" for Tcrrl Bockman 
who spent tho summer In Brazil as a for- 
eign exchange student. 


"I didn't meet anyone who liked Nix- 


on," she said. When he resigned, people 
there were overjoyed and Tcrrl said she 
felt uncomfortable. Tho Brazilians were 
afraid they would offend her and Tcrri 
said she didn't know what to say. 


But aside from the resignation, Terry 


says her two-month stay in Brazil was 
"terrific." "I was always given a warm 
reception when people found out I was an 
American." 


TERRI IS THE first foreign-exchange 


student sponsored by Rolling Meadows 
High School. She was graduated from 
the school last semester and will begin 
classes at Harper College this fall. 


Tcrri says the Brazilians she met like 


America. Tho people — especially the 
young people — have adopted some of 
America's culture. "There's lots of 


American music," said Terri, adding 
that blue jeans and work shirts are the 
rage with Brazilian teen-agers. Several 
American movies were being shown, she 
said, including "Paper Chase," "Ser- 
pico," and "2001A Space Odyssey." 


Terri lived with the Jose Correa family 


In Victoria, Brazil. She and their daugh- 
ter, Theresa, 21, spent their days shop- 
ping and sightseeing. At night they 
joined friends at the cafes along the 
white sand beaches. 


When the people there "found out I was 


an American they went crazy," she said. 
Many young people learn English in 
school and are anxious to practice the 
language In conversation. 


THE BRAZILIAN countryside is beau- 


tiful, said Terri. She and 150 other Amer- 
ican students spent the first three days 
of the foreign-exchange tour In Rio de 
Janeiro. She then traveled 200 miles 
north to Victoria. It's an island city con- 
nected to the mainland by a series of 
bridges. 


None of the members of her host fami- 


ly spoke English. "I learned Portuguese 
really fast. I didn't know a word of it." 


In the United States, "so many things 


are taken for granted," she said. Brazil- 
Ian homes 'do not have hot water and the 
family had their clothes washed once a 
week by a woman who lived In the near- 
by mountains. There were no canned 
goods, she added, but there were plenty 
of fresh fruits and vegetables. Food was 
inexpensive, said Terri. She bought a live 
lobster for $1. 


JUNE AND JULY are winter months 


in Brazil, but the temperature averaged 
80 degrees. "To me it was beautiful but 
they thought it was cold." 


Most Brazilian families have a maid 


and a personal seamstress. The families 
eat a small breakfast, large lunch, after- 
noon snack and a small dinner. 


"I had to readjust to American living 


again. It's so weird to believe that people 
understand me now. 


"I learned so much in those two 


months," Terri said. "I met so many 
people. I hope I can go back someday."

School board to consider 
new teacher pact talks 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education Is expected to decide whether 
to continue salary talks with teachers at 
its meeting Thursday. 


Teachers voted down a salary contract 


by a two-vote margin Aug. 30 and have 
asked the board to resume salary nego- 
tiations with an outside mediator. The 
board asked the teachers to take another 
vote.

The vote was 209 to 207 against the 


contract which would have raised teach- 
ers salaries by about 7.8 per cent. The

surveyed 


teachers last week to find out why the 
contract was turned down. Carl Flaks, 
president of the association, said the re- 
sults of the survey will be used in nego- 
tiating another contract. 


SUPT. RICHARD Kolze said he is

"The board hasn't had an opportunity 


to discuss it," said Kolzc, but board 
members will probably make a decision 
Thursday. 


The salary agreement that was turned 


down by teachers was reached Aug. 13 
with an outside mediator. It would have 
raised the base salary of teachers from

Wayne Cleghorn was fined $80 Monday 


after pleading guilty to creating a public 
nuisance, but he gave little explanation 
as to how 10 tons of garbage accumu- 
lated In his townhouso at 259-J Dover 
Dr., Dos Plaines. 


During a 10-mlnutc hearing before As- 


sociate Circuit Court Judge Jerome T. 
Burke, Cleghorn, 38, would say only that 
a personal problem was the reason be- 
hind the accumulation of trash In his 
home. 


Police discovered the situation Aug. 22 


and pressed the charge against Cleghorn. 
City public works employes worked for 
several days to clean up the trash. 


CLEGHORN COULD have been fined 


up to $500 on the charges, according to 
Atty. Herbert Dubrow, who prosecuted 


the case for the city. 


Cleghorn's attorney, William Joost of 


Park Ridge, said the Incident was a per- 
sonal tragedy for Clcghorn. 


Cleghorn would not state how long the 


trash had been accumulating, saying 
only It had been piling up "for some 
time." 


He said he had made several efforts to 


clean It up. 


Cleghorn said the personal problem 


which caused the situation was related tn 
his wife who left him about six weeks 
ago. He told the court that his wife kept 
several dogs in the townhouse. 


MRS. CLEGHORN was not charged in 


the incident and did not appear In court. 
She had been living in an apartment in 
Mount Prospect, but has apparently left 
the area. 


Cleghorn said he did not know where 


his wife is living. 


After the hearing, Cleghorn paid his 


fine and rushed from the courtroom. He 
refused to answer reporters' questions. 


Asked if there was some explanation 


for the situation, Cleghorn would state 
only, "There is no explanation; there has 
been enough damage done." 


After the hearing, Judge Burke said he 


would have liked to learn more about the 
situation, but the court procedure did not 
allow for additional questioning. 


Joost also said Cleghorn did not give 


him any additional Information on the 
matter. 


"I think the court record Includes most 


of the Information known about the 
case," Joost said. 


Although the criminal proceedings re- 


garding Cleghorn are finished, he still 
will face bills for the cleanup of the 
townhouse. 


ROBERT LUBIN, of the Lubin Man- 


agement Corp., which owns the Dover 
Drive townhouses, said he Intends to 
seek full legal remedies to have Cleghorn 
pay for the damages. 


City officials sent Lubin a bill for 


$2,500 to pay the men and equipment 
used to remove the trash from the apart- 
ment. Lubin said his expenses will be 
considerable for renovation of the apart- 
ment. 


Lubin said Monday that he will have to 


pull up all the floors in the townhouse 
and replace all appliances in addition to 
regular clean-up work. 


"We will turn over to our attorney all 


of the bills and take whatever legal ap- 
proach necessary to recover the costs," 
Lubin explained. 


HE ADDED that he is working to clear 


up problems caused by the Cleghorns 
with other adjacent units. Several per- 
sons who lived near the Cleghorn home 
said their residences were infested with 
roaches. 


City officials said they plan to monitor 


the cleanup operation to make sure there 
is no foot dragging on the part of the 
management company. 


"If there continues to be a problem in 


that area, we may be forced to take ad- 
ditional action against the manage- 
ment," Jean Branding, city health de- 
partment director, said last week.

Hinge on U.S. flood-control project 
Pool, tennis plans may be delayed 


Salt Creek Park District's plans to con- 


struct a pool and tennis complex on land 
near Palatine's Lake Rosslter could be 
delayed for several years unless an ar- 
rangement is worked out with the federal 
government on a flood-control project 
there. 


L a n d surrounding Lake Rosslter, 


Northwest Highway and 111. Rte. 53, is 
now the park district's favored site for a 
pool and tennis complex. 


However, Lake Rossiter and the lake 


just to the east, Lake Irene, also are a 
high priority part of the Upper Salt 
Creek Watershed Plan, a regional proj- 
ect to provide flood control and eventual 
recreational lakes to the upper Salt 
Creek basin area. 


FACED WITH WHAT park officials be- 


lleve could be a two-year wait until the 
work is completed, park district officials 
hope to work out an arrangement to 
build the pool and tennis complex before 
dredging work is completed, said James 
DeVos, park district director. As a first 
step toward that goal, DeVos said he 
would ask the park board at tonight's 
meeting for a resolution requesting the 
donation of the Lake Rossiter site to the 
park district by the Village of Palatine. 


Thomas Hamilton, chairman of the re- 


gional steering committee for the water- 
shed project, said Lake Rossiter and 
Lake Irene will be dredged to provide 
more water retention capacity. Once fed- 
eral approval Is given to the project, the 
dredging and final landscaping should be 
completed In "only one year or two," 
Hamilton said. 


The watershed proposal is before the 


U.S. House of Representatives' public 
works committee, where it has been for 


nearly one year, Hamilton said. He 
added that he had no idea when final 
approval would be given. 


DeVos said he was concerned that wa- 


tershed construction workers would sim- 
ply mound the dredged spoilage, creating 
hills that would render the land useless 
for recreation. DeVos said that if the 
park district had to move spoilage to 
make the land suitable for recreation, 
the cost would be passed along to district 
residents in a planned December refer- 
endum for the pool and tennis complex.

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Cowin asks 
5% utility tax

A S per cent tax on gas, electric and 


telephone bills will be sought by Hoffman 
Estates officials to fund what Trustee 
William Cowln called Monday night a 
"bankrupt flro system." 


In the surprise announcement, Cowin, 


chairman of the village board's.finance 
committee, said the tax could go into ef- 
fect as soon as Jan. 1 on all village utili- 
ty bills. The tax would add S cents for 
every dollar paid on utility bills In tho 
village. 


Figures have not been computed on tho 


total revenue which tho tax could gener- 
ate, but Cowin sold tho funds are essen- 
tial if tho village Is to pay for fire protec- 
tion services It will assume when annex- 
ation of tho Hoffman Estates Fire Pro- 
tection District Is completed. 


"AT THE TIME we began deliberating 


with tho fire district, it was not known 
how serious their financial plight was," 
Cowln told tho board Monday. He said 
tho deficiency In tho district's $000,000 to- 
tal budget will worsen by tho end of tho 
year to an estimated $300,000, which ho 
said tho village would not be nblu to ab- 
sorb with its existing finances. 


"In order to maintain a healthy finan- 


cial condition for tho village, we feel it is 
necessary to adopt this," Cowin said. 
"Hopefully It will not be a permanent 
thing. Wo fool that the amount of reve- 
nue from this ordinance will cover the 
deficiency In tho flro department." Tho 
proposed tax is to bo acted on by tho end 
of the month. 


Cowin termed tho first district a 


"bankrupt fire system" whose deficit 
would Increase as the year nears an end. 
The financial burden on the village to 
maintain fire services would increase af- 
ter the annexation as well because ser- 
vice will be extended from the present 
district to include the Winston Knolls 
subdivision in Palatine Township, Cowin 
added. 


THE UTILITY TAX rather than a 


hike in real estate taxes was proposed be- 
cause it would be a "less obnoxious 
form" of taxing, Cowln said after the 
meeting. He said a real estate tax In- 
crease also was ruled out because 
"we've made a pledge not to raise real 
estate taxes. It is either this or pass an 
ordinance banning fires, I guess," Cowin 
added. 


The village board need only pass an 


ordinance creating the tax for it to be 
collected beginning Jan. 1. The tax will 
be "simple to administer," Cowin added, 
because utility companies will automati- 
cally Include the charge on bills, with the 
village then collecting the funds. 


The tax would raise funds for the fire 


department In addition to those collected 
from the 54 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation tax already charged by the fire 
district. Five per cent is the maximum 
amount that con be levied, according to 
state statutes. 


The proposal will be sent to the board's 


judiciary committee for preparation with 
action on the measure likely before the 
end of the month. If tho tax is adopted, 
Hoffman Estates would join Arlington 
Heights as the only Northwest suburbs to 
levy a utility tax.

Do you remember Don Brannan and his humor?

Appropriately enough, Don Brannan is 


being remembered for his humor. 


Brannan, who died four years ago, was 


a Herald reporter who wrote humor col- 
umns that appeared periodically In the 
paper. 


When ho died, his friends wanted to 


remember him with an appropriate me- 
morial. That memorial has become the 
Don Brannan Humor Corner In tho 
Schaumburg Township Public Library. 


DBHC has become an acronym known 


to users of tho library, said Pat Hogan, 
public service director. It refers to the 
collection of humor journals and books 
collected In one corner of the library. 
Next to the shelf Is a big wicker chair 
perfect for curling up and chuckling over 
some witty lines from one of numerous 
works on the shelf. 


Brannan is best remembered through 


his humorous writings. Ills friends recall 
that Don was a small, soft-spoken indi- 
vidual who keeps his thoughts to himself 
tut was always ready and willing to lis- 
ten to a friend. 


Don 
Brannan 


Known as a listener, he surprised 


many when he would do imitations of W. 
C. Fields, his idol, or when friends pick- 
ed up the paper and read his column. 


But he did keep to himself. Brannan 


lived In a rooming house and didn't ap- 
pear to have many close, Immediate 
friends. Ho grew up In the small Illinois 
town of Monmouth, which he often de- 
picted in his column with fond memories. 


Even his humor was kept private. He 


would often be seen after working hours 
at his typewriter, pounding out lines and 
thoughts that popped into his head during 
the day. But only the finished work could 
be read. 


The finished works best described the 


man who wrote them. A few excerpts 
from some of his works gives some in- 
sight to Brannan: 


"I HAVE MANY pleasant memories of 


growing up In a small Midwestern town. 


"There was no overpopulation or traf- 


fic problems In my hometown, but there 
were many interesting people. 


"Everyone knows everyone else in a 


small town. There wasn't a citizen who 
didn't know whose check was good and 
whose husband wasn't. 


"I remember that Barney Miller, who 


lived next door, was a real sensitive type. 
When the neighborhood boys were play- 
ing football and went into a huddle, 
Barney thought they were talking about 
him. 


"I remember when Clyde Renton, the 


water commissioner, sent In a sample of 
the town's water supply for analysis by 
the state. At the town council meeting, 


Clyde read the following report: 'Dear 
sir, your bull his diabetes.' 


"And 
I remember that one week there 


was nothing very Important going on in 
the town, and the lead story in the 
newspaper started out, "Tranquility ran 
rampant in Monmouth this week." 


IN ANOTHER ARTICLE he went into 


his conclusion "that women are different 
from men. 


"A woman Is someone who would rath- 


er gossip than play cards. Yet very, few 
men are inclined to do this. Indeed, a 
woman is second only to the press in the 
dissemination of news. 


"Women are creatures similar to 


cows; they are contented as long as you 
keep feeding them the green stuff. 


"A woman is someone who reaches for 


a chair when answering the telephone. 


"A woman is a person who will look in 


a mirror any time except when pulling 
out of a parking place. When she is be- 
hind the steering wheel of a car, a wom- 
an will often do everything right just to 
confuse you." 


BRANNAN IN ONE article also re- 


lated several malapropisms he over- 


heard. The malapropism is a language 
lapse where a person uses the wrong 
word, or one that is unsuitable for the 
meaning intended. 


"A teacher .recently told her class, 


'Never end a sentence with a proposi- 
tion.' 


"Of course I know who Pierre Salinger 


Is. He wrote that dirty book, 'Catcher in 
the Rye.' 


"An Army sergeant recently accosted 


a private in basic training and de- 
manded: 'What are you doing?' 


"I'm procrastinating," the private re- 


plied. 


"Well, OK," the sergeant said. "But 


just see that you keep busy." 


Tho memorial fund to establish DBHC 


in Brannan's honor accumulated about 
$200 from the Schaumburg Rotary Club, 
Herald staff employes and a man from 
the community who enjoyed reading his 
column. The money was used to pur- 
chase books and articles. 


The corner also contains a scrapbook 


of his articles that is updated with sim- 
ilar humor from other publications.

gruntled Pikora said Monday. He was 
talking about moving plans that he and 
his wife, Sue, had been making since 
February when they contracted for a 
Dunbar Lakes unit. 


Pikora and other Dunbar Lakes con- 


dominium buyers are being squeezed out 
of their new homes at the last minute by 
the tight mortgage money market. 


Pikora said he received a letter from 


Vinco Carscllo, Dunbar sales manager, 
late last month advising him that com- 
pletion schedules were running late and 
his closing had been set for Sept. 3. 


"I thought I'd better telephone him 


(Carsello) to find out what time to come 
out to Schaumburg for the closing," Pi- 
kora said. "And then it happened." 


IT WAS AT THAT moment that Pikora 


learned the Cragin Savings and Loan 
Assn. 7.9 per cent mortgage commitment 
made months ago had been canceled. 


"I don't understand it. I called Cragin 


in July and they told me a bank author- 
ity approved the loan and everything was 
go," he said, explaining that was when 
his wife decided to leave her job, hoping 
to find another in Schaumburg. 


Carsello told The Herald late last 


month that several savings and loan as- 
sociations recently advised Dunbar they 
couldn't honor commitments because de- 
positors were withdrawing large amounts 
of money for reinvestment elsewhere at 
higher interest rates. Carsello could not 
be reached for comment Monday. 


Carsello also earlier said his company 


thought it unwise to tell buyers of the 
problem "and run the risk of getting 
them all upset" because the firm was 
confident other financing could be obtain- 
ed before anticipated closing dates. 


GARY BAXTER, Dunbar vice presi- 


dent and corporate counsel, said Monday 
that "as a special favor from someone to 
us," the firm arranged a mortgage at 9.3 
per cent interest for Pikora "but he 
doesn't want it." 


Pikora instead will obtain a refund 


from Dunbar on his $1,000 earnest money 
plus an extra $384 for upgraded carpet- 
ing the couple chose for the unit. 


Along with Pikora, two other Dunbar 


purchasers scheduled for September 
closing have not received mortgage com- 
mitments, Baxter said. 


HOWEVER, PIKORA told The Herald 


that Baxter said Monday there arc 11 un- 
committed mortgages on units scheduled 
for September delivery. "Carsello told 
mo there are 18," Pikora remarked. 


"I really just don't care anymore. All I 


want is my money back. I need it be- 
cause we arc moving into a Wheeling 
townhouse we've just rented," Pikora 
said.' 


"But the money won't get my wife's 


job back." 
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School board to consider 
new teacher pact talks 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education Is expected to decide whether 
to continue salary talks with teachers at 
its meeting Thursday. 


Teachers voted down a salary contract 


by a two-vote margin Aug. 30 and have 
asked the board to resume salary nego- 
tiations with an outside mediator. The 
board asked the teachers to take another 
vote. The teachers refused. 


The vote was 209 to 207 against the 


contract which would have raised teach- 
ers salaries by about 7.8 per cent. The 
Dist. 211 Education Assn. surveyed 
teachers last week to find out why the 
contract was turned down. Carl Flaks, 
president of the association, said the re- 
sults of the survey will be used in nego- 
tiating another contract. 


SUPT. RICHARD Kolze said he is

"The board hasn't had an opportunity 


to discuss it," said Kolze, but board 
members will probably make a decision 
Thursday. 


The salary agreement that was turned

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'Prospectus' 
gets $5,000 
state grant 


A 19,000 grant from the Illinois Dan- 


gerous Drugs Commission could lead to 
Increased professional help from Pros- 
pectus, a social service program oper- 
ated by the Village of Mount Prospect. 


Marjorlo C. Boswoll, the village's 


health services director, said Prospectus 
will use the grant, along with supplemen- 
tal donations, to hire another profes- 
sional worker, with experience in psy- 
chology, for its hotline and counseling 
programs. 


Lost year, Prospectus received 2,000 


calls on Its hotline from persons of all 
ages, seeking counseling for pregnancy, 
drug problems, venereal disease and a 
variety of other personal problems. 


MRS. BOSWELL SAID another 284 


persons received additional counseling 
beyond the hotline program, and Pros- 
pectus received about one crisis call per 
month, often resulting in the dispatch of 
an ambulance to a drug overdose victim. 


Tho program needs an additional pro- 


fessional, she said, "because the number 
of calls are Increasing all the time" as 
the community becomes aware of the 
program. 


Prospectus is operating with one full- 


lime psychologist, another who works on a 
part-time basis, a professional consultant 
and about 20 volunteers, but Mrs. Bos- 
well said more workers are being sought. 


She said the volunteer workers do not 


necessarily need background in psy- 
chology. 


"We need people who are conversant 


with everyday living situations," she 
sold. 


THE VOLUNTEERS are given six 


weeks of special training, with an addi- 
tional probation period during which they 
are supervised while actually working on 
the hotline. Eventually the volunteers as- 
sume hotline responsibilities by them- 
selves. 


Hotline counseling is open to the pub- 


lic. It Is primarily Intended for problem 
solving, but also is used by many per- 
sons "Just when they need someone to 
talk to," Mrs. Boswell said. 


"In those cases, we call back in about 


half an hour, just to show that somebody 
cares about them," she said. 


Hotline counseling is available at 259- 


7184. Additional counseling 'can be ar- 
ranged by calling 394-8400. Persons who 
enlist the additional counseling will be 
charged from $1 to $10, depending on 
their ability to pay.

Leslie Olson sold she wasn't nervous, 


minutes before her first class of kinder- 
garten students were to arrive — even If 
she did show up for her first day of work 
more than four hours early. 


Around the room, dolls were tucked 


neatly into bed, puzzles were laid out 
meticulously on the carpeted corner of 
the room and crayons and paper were 
set out at the table, all ready for the first 
day of school. 


Only a week before, it looked like eight 


months of job hunting was going to be 
futile; Miss Olscn didn't have a job and 
none war in sight. But a last minute res- 
ignation prompted a phono call and Job 
offer at Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59's 
Robert Frost School in Mount Prospect. 


THE WHOLE SITUATION left the soil- 


spoken teacher somewhat bewildered, 
but thankful for what she called her good 
luck. 


"Dlst. 59 was the district I wanted to 


get into. I think It's the best," said Miss 
Olscn, who was graduated In December 
from Southern Illinois University.

MISS OLSON'S call to the teaching 


profession came later than most. 


"I was finishing my sophomore year in 


the school of business," said Miss Olson. 
"And I didn't like it. I couldn't picture 
myself In business or as a secretary. I 
wanted to be with the kids." 


Her interest in children, fanned by five 


years of summer -camp counseling,- 
spurred her on to change majors and 
switch to education. 


And even though her students spent 


their first day "falling off their chairs 
and going to the bathroom five times 
each," she doesn't hide her enthusiasm 
or second guess her decision to change 
careers. 


"It was the best move I ever made." 


Meadows 
residents hit 
paving plan 


Residents of the recently annexed 


Prospect 
Meadows subdivision 
com- 


plained to the Village Safety Commission 
Monday that a proposal to pave two 
streets in the area will aggravate an 
existing problem of drag racing and lit- 
tering in the area. 


The residents, objecting to a village 


proposal to pave Elmhurst Street and 
Forest Avenue between Bob-0-Link Road 
and Oriole Lane, told the village's Safety 
Commission Monday that 
pavement 


would add to the problem of Prospect 
High School students using the subdivi- 
sion as a shortcut to McDonald's restau- 
rant on Rand Road. 


The homeowners said the students race 


down Prospect Manor, which connects 
Rand Road and Kensington Avenue, to 
get to the restaurant. They deposit their 
garbage on residents' front lawns when 
they return, the homeowners said. 


Village officials said improvement of 


the two streets, which would eventually 
connect with Kensington Avenue, is es- 
sential for the access of emergency ve- 
hicles in the area. 


"By opening up these streets," said 


Robert Barone, public relations officer 
for the Mount Prospect police, "emer- 
gency vehicles could have three en- 
trances, rather than one." 


Safety Commission Chairman Arthur 


Coy said emergency vehicles would also 
include snow plows, which he said have 
difficulty negotiating their way through 
the area in winter. 


Paul Logan, 624 Oriole, and Fred Dia- 


mond, 625 Larkdale Ln., who said they 
were speaking for 65 of the area's 172 
residents, suggested that if the two 
streets must be paved, then each should 
be declared one-way, running in opposite 
directions. 


The commission deferred a recommen- 


dation until its Oct. 7 meeting, citing 
lack of a quorum. 


Homeowners representatives said they 


would distribute a questionnaire in the 
subdivision for more reaction to the vil- 
lage's proposal. 


Prospect Heights 
hearings resume 


Prospect Heights incorporation hear- 


ings will continue today in Circuit Court 
with Judge Harry Comerford to rule on 
whether the objecting municipalities will 
be able to present evidence on the ques- 
tion of services. 


According to the state law, passed last 


year and under which Prospect Heights 
hopes -to be able to incorporate, sur- 
rounding municipalities may object to 
the new municipality's proposed bound- 
aries if the boundaries would mean the 
existing municipalities' deliverance of 
services — such as water or sewer lines 
— would be impaired. 


During Monday's lengthy hearing, which 


lasted about six hours, Comerford ruled 
against- a motion by Jack Siegel, who 
represents the Village of Arlington 
Heights, an objector, to dismiss the in- 
corporation petition. Siegel claimed a 
"procedural defect" as the objecting 
communities had not yet been able to 
present their evidence that their services 
would be impaired.

Lubin said Monday that he will have to 


pull up all the floors in the townhouse 
and replace all appliances in addition to 
regular clean-up work. 


"We will turn over to our attorney all 


of the bills and take whatever legal ap- 
proach necessary to recover the costs," 
Lubin explained. 


HE ADDED that he is working to clear 


up problems caused by the Cleghorns 
with other adjacent units. Several per- 
sons who lived near the Cleghorn home 
said their residences were infested with 
roaches. 


City officials said they plan to monitor 


the cleanup operation to make sure there 
is no foot dragging on the part of the 
management company. 


"If there continues to be a problem in 


that area, we may be forced to take ad- 
ditional action against the manage- 
ment," Jean Branding, city health de- 
partment director, said last week.

Flynn 'offers9 to drop 
out of state House race

Thomas W. Flynn of Miles summoned 


reporters to his homo Monday to an- 
nounce that he has "offered" to with- 
draw as a Democratic candidate for the 
Illinois House of Representatives in the 
•Uh Legislative District. 


At the end of more than an hour of 


discussion, however, It was unclear 
whether Flynn was In or out of the race. 


Flynn, an unsuccessful candidate for 


the Illinois Senate In 1073, said he was 
considering dropping out of the race be- 
cause he and his family were being sub- 
jected to a whispering campaign accus- 
ing htm of anll-scmltlsm. 


Flynn assorted that charges of anil- 


scmltlsm have been circulated by sup- 
porters of Rep. Aaron Jaffc, the Demo- 
cratic Incumbent In the district which 
normally elects two Republican repre- 
sentatives and only one Democrat. 


BUT FLYNN declared, "I have never 


heard Aaron Jaffe say I was anti-scmet- 
Ic, and I doubt If he ever would say it."

Flynn distributed to reporters, who are 


familiar with his past stands, copies of 
letters to the editor showing his support 
of Magcn David Adorn (the Israel Red 
Cross), urging purchase of Israel bonds, 
and deploring Russian persecution of 
Jews. 


He was unable to tell reporters who 


was making charges of anti-semitlsm 
against him. 


Flynn said he had written to Nicholas 


B l a s e , Maine Township Democratic 
chairman, "offering to withdraw from 
the ballot" if a suitable Democratic can- 
didate could be enlisted to replace him. 


FLYNN SAID he was unaware of the 


statutory deadline for withdrawing from 
the ballot, which passed Aug. 10. 


He said he would ask Calvin Sutkcr, 


Democratic chairman of Niles Township, 
to reimburse him for some $2,200 he has 
spent in the campaign for the House. 


"I'm not going to drop out unless they 


pay me what I spent and unless they can 
get a candidate who wants to win," said 
Flynn. 


Flynn also said that he had been "de- 


nied" endorsements by the Independent 
Voters of Illinois and the Illinois Educa- 
tion Assn., both of which have regularly 
endorsed Jaffe, because the endorse- 
ments "are fixed." 


Track's housing rules to be upgraded 


The Illinois Racing Board is preparing 


to adopt a series of new housekeeping 
rules for backstretch housing that closely 
follow standards spelled out last Novem- 
ber by the Village of Arlington Heights 
for Arlington Park race track. 


The new rules would establish the Illi- 


nois Migrant Labor Camp Law as the 
minimum standard for tackrooms and 
sanitary facilities used by backstretch 
employes. 


Regulations under consideration in- 


clude: 


• Twice a day cleaning of all toilets, 


sinks and showers, with an affidavit of 
who will be responsible for the cleaning 


to be filed with the racing board at least 
30 days prior to the start of each racing 
meet. 


• The installation of shower curtains, 


mirrors, adequate lighting and a contin- 
uous supply of toilet paper in all bath- 
rooms. 


• Daily cleaning of tackrooms and 


dormitory rooms by their occupants, 
with each room available for inspection 
upon demand. 


• An enclosure for each toilet, in- 


cluding a latched 'door and a clothes 
hanger. 


• A self-closing door for every bath- 


room. 


• Shower rooms with smooth, non- 


corrosive and nonabsorbent walls. 


• A regular inventory of the number of 


tackrooms, total number of persons of 
each sex living in such tackrooms and 
the total number of rooms used for feed 
and equipment. 


A similar set of housekeeping stan- 


dards was approved by the Arlington 
Heights Village Board and agreed to by 
officials of Arlington Park prior to this 
summer's meeting. 


The recommendations were spelled out 


in a village administrative task force re- 
port that was a followup to a report by 
Racing Board Member Lucy Rcum that 
criticized backstretch living conditions at 
Arlington Park.
